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Last  week  parliamentary  under-secretary  Melvyn  Jeremiah  was 
described  as  the  Health  Minister's  hachet  man:  this  week  an 
explanation  is  in  order.  Local  pharmaceutical  committees  up 
and  down  the  land  are  railing  against  the  pay  offer  for  1992-93 
and  beyond,  and  at  the  way  the  LPC  Conference  —  scheduled 
for  October  24  —  was  highjacked  on  September  21  and  brought 
forward  to  October  3.  C&D  learnt  of  the  move  by  fax  from 
PSNC's  Aylesbury  office  on  September  21  at  5.30pm.  Without 
prior  warning  we  received  copies  of  the  letters  sent  by  Dr  Brian 
Mawhinney  to  PSNC  chairman  David  Sharpe  on  Monday  of  last 
week,  and  Mr  Sharpe's  response  the  next  day(p525  last  week). 

Last  Tuesday,  most  of  the  profession's  leaders  —  but  not  Mr 
Sharpe  -  -  were  at  the  opening  session  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Reading.  Delegates  included 
PSNC  secretary  Stephen  Axon,  the  top  three  men  from  the 
Department  of  Health  Pharmacy  Division,  various  LPC 
chairmen  and  secretaries,  as  well  senior  Society  and  NPA 
executives.  At  the  reception  for  junior  Health  Minister  Tom 
Sackville  before  he  addressed  BPC  at  9.10am.  the  DoH 
pharmacists  did  not  know  of  Dr  Mawhinney's  move  —  and 
presumably  neither  did  Mr  Sackville  who,  in  his  speech,  alluded 
to  the  delicacy  of  pay  negotiations  but  not  to  the  bombshell 
lodged  the  previous  day  with  Mr  Sharpe. 

Talk  was  conciliatory,  about  the  Department's  desire  to  let 
the  LPC  Conference  pass  judgment  on  PSNC's  response  to  its 
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August  offer  which  lowered  the  professional  practice  allowance 
threshold  {C&D August  14,  p204).  The  DoH  appreciated  that  the 
radical  alteration  of  the  pay  structure  needed  the  consent  (or 
rejection)  of  contractors,  rather  than  summary  imposition  by 
the  Government,  delegates  heard.  If  contractors  accepted  the 
deal,  then  the  way  was  set  fair  to  negotiate  on  the  Government's 
plans  for  contract  developments  in  1993-94  including, 
presumably,  on  how,  when  and  where  the  20  per  cent  of  the 
global  sum  set  aside  for  local  administration  by  FHSAs  in  1995 
will  be  administered. 

As  late  as  11.15am  on  that  fateful  Tuesday,  PSNC  officers  at 
the  BPC  had  no  indication  of  the  Mawhinney  letter  and  Mr 
Sharpe's  apparently  unilateral  decision  to  bring  the  LPC 
conference  forward  by  three  weeks.  Adrian  Korsner  of  Barnet 
LPC,  whose  motion  at  the  Spring  conference  mandated  PSNC 
to  put  the  final  package  before  contractors,  will  be  on  holiday. 

What  is  the  game?  Some  suggest  the  LPCs  will  get  PSNC  off 
the  hook  if  they  reject  the  latest  offer  that  came  with  Dr 
Mawhinney's  letter:  it  will  call  on  the  LPC  conference  to  reject  it 
and  suffer  an  imposition,  having  fought  and  lost.  David  Sharpe's 
political  skills  are  legendary,  as  is  the  way  he  manages  LPC 
conferences  from  the  front.  But  his  skills  are  under  close 
scrutiny.  His  preferred  method  of  getting  close  to  ministers 
through  intimate  dinners  and  the  like  sits  uncomfortably  with 
last  week's  unilateral  decision. 
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LPCs  could  reject  pay 
offer  on  Sunday 


Contractors  look  set  to  reject  the 
latest  remuneration  offer  at 
Sunday's  local  pharmaceutical 
committee  conference,  despite 
threats  that  a  rejection  will  only 
bring  imposition  by  the 
Department  of  Health. 

A  straw  poll  of  LPCs  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday  showed  feeling  to  be 
running  high,  with  militant 
words  of  rejection  from  many 
contractors.  Others,  no  less 
dissatisfied  with  the  current  pay 
package,  felt  resigned  to  the 
prospect  of  imposition  and  of 
hard  times  to  come. 

It  is  understood  that  minor 
adjustments  were  made  to  the 
final  remuneration  package  at 
the  plenary  meeting  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negoti- 
ating Committee  and  the 
Department  on  September  23. 
Precise  details  of  these  changes 
had  not  been  revealed  as  C&D 
went  to  Press.  The  Committee 
was  due  to  meet  on  September  30 
ahead  of  Sunday's  LPC 
conference  in  Birmingham. 


The  general  feeling  among 
those  LPCs  contacted  by  C&D 
was  that  they  did  not  like  the 
settlement  and  many  felt  they 
should  reject  it  and  suffer  the 
prospect  of  imposition.  Other 
contractors  said  they  were  wary 
of  the  prospect  of  "shock  tactics" 
being  brought  into  play  to  ensure 
the  offer  was  accepted. 

PSNC  chairman  David  Sharpe 
was  not  making  any  personal 
recommendations  on  the  offer, 
although  PSNC  might,  following 
its  meeting  on  Thursday. 

"Conference  will  come  to  its 
own  conclusion,"  he  said. 

Contractors  will  be  coming  to 
I  he  conference  reasonably  well 
informed  since  PSNC  has  been 
very  up-front  about  the  progress 
of  this  year's  negotiations. 

John  Kirby,  PSNC's  NW 
Thames  representative,  said  the 
only  reason  to  accept  the  oiler 
would  be  to  give  some  credibility 
to  PSNC.  If  a  pay  settlement  is 
imposed,  it  will  be  the  third  year 
in  succession  that  PSNC  has 


made  no  contribution  to 
pharmacists'  remuneration. 

He  is  in  favour  of  rejecting  the 
Department's  latest  offer. 

"We  either  die  with  honour 
now  or  with  dishonour  in  15 
months'  time,"  he  says.  "Unless 
we  can  get  an  outside  body  to 
influence  Government  thinking, 
pharmacy  as  we  know  it  is  not 
going  to  stay  in  existence." 

'Losing  wicket' 

PSNC  is  on  a  losing  wicket 
whatever  happens,  he  believes, 
either  incurring  the  penalties 
threatened  by  the  Department  or 
the  wrath  of  LPCs. 

North  Eastern  regional 
representative  Allen  Tweedie  has 
already  informed  the  PSNC  that 
he  thinks  the  offer  is  un- 
acceptable. His  concern  is  that 
LPCs  do  not  understand  the  full 
picture  because  they  are  not  privy 
to  the  figures.  Technically, 
contractors  are  currently  over- 
paid.

Exeter  acts  on  accidents 


Exeter  and  North  Devon  Health 
Authority  has  introduced  a  pilot 
scheme  to  help  reduce  accidents 
by  30  per  cent  by  the  year  2005 
in  accordance  with  the  Gov- 
ernment's Health  of  the  Nation 
initiative. 

"Action  on  Accidents"  involves 
three  local  pharmacies  in 
Honiton  helping  to  collate 
information  on  injuries  incurred 
on  the  road,  at  home  or  at  work. 
Local  doctors,  health  workers, 
nurses  and  school  workers  are 
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also  involved  in  collecting  data 
over  a  one-year  period. 

All  accidents  will  be  reported 
on  an  initial  report  form  and  then 
on  a  more  detailed  questionnaire. 
This  will  then  be  entered  into  a 
database  at  the  local  GP  surgery. 

Spokeswoman  for  the 
Authority,  Caroline  Hill,  told 
C&D.  "If  we  can  detect  a  trend  of 
accident  blackspots  then  we  will 
do  what  we  can  to  reduce  the 
figures." 

She  pointed  out  that  in  her 


area,  accident  figures  are  steady 
whereas  those  in  many  other 
areas  highlighted  by  the  Health  of 
the  Nation  are  falling. 

Honiton  pharmacist  Gaynor 
Clark  said  a  meeting  was  planned 
in  a  month's  time  to  assess 
response.  "As  the  project  is  just 
starting  we  will  have  to  see  how 
much  information  we  are  able  to 
glean,"  she  said. 

The  scheme  is  run  by  the 
health  authority  and  Devon 
Council's  road  safety  department. 


ingredient  cost  of  £260  million  is 
in  reality  nearer  £356m,  he  says, 
and  other  factors  combine  to  turn 
the  1.5  per  cent  rise  on  offer  from 
the  Department  into  what  is  in 
effect  a  4  per  cent  decrease. 

Adrian  Korsner,  chairman  of 
Barnet  LPC,  whose  original 
initiative  brought  about  Sunday's 
meeting,  also  said  he  would 
rather  the  deal  was  not  accepted. 

"It's  like  asking  us  how  we'd 
like  to  be  killed  —  by  hanging  or 
by  guillotine,"  he  said.  "I'd  like  to 
think  that  we  have  the  guts  to 
stand  up  to  the  Department  and 
tell  them  to  get  stuffed." 

Mr  Korsner  was  highly  critical 
about  the  decision  to  bring  the 
LPC  conference  forward  to 
October  3  which,  he  said,  was 
depriving  contractors  of  their 
democratic  rights.  LPC  rep- 
resentatives had  insufficient  time 
to  gauge  members'  views. 

Barry  Harrison,  Clwyd  LPC 
secretary,  agreed:  "We  are 
annoyed  with  Mr  Sharpe  at  being 
pushed  by  the  Government." 

At  such  short  notice  he  was 
unsure  that  anyone  from  Clwyd 
would  be  able  to  go. 

In  Hertfordshire,  chairman 
Brian  Simpkins  said  he  was 
basically  hostile  to  the  offer  and 
to  the  rescheduling  of  the 
conference.  He  was  unable  to 
assemble  his  whole  Committee  at 
such  short  notice  and  two  of  its 
original  four  representatives  were 
no  longer  available  to  attend. 

Calls  for  Mr  Sharpe  to  resign 
were  not  uncommon,  with 
Stephen  Newbury,  chairman  of 
West  Glamorgan  LPC,  among 
them  (see  Letters  p594).  In 
Dorset,  chairman  Leo  Burke  said 
he  was  aware  of  calls  to  limit  the 
period  of  office  held  by  the  PSNC 
chairman  to  three  years. 

Avon  LPC  will  reject  the  offer 
and  intends  to  call  for  the 
resignation  of  the  PSNC  and  Mr 
Sharpe,  said  secretary  Alastair 
Rutherford. 

"We  have  no  confidence  in  the 
PSNC  as  a  negotiating  body,"  says 
Rotherham  LPC  secretary  Una 
Thackery.  It  will  reject  the  deal. 

Essex  LPC  secretary  John 
Stanley  had  not  been  able  to  call  a 
meeting  to  gauge  his  Committee's 
views  when  C&D  spoke  to  him. 
He  felt  pharmacy  was  falling  way 
behind  and  was  now  a  very  poorly 
paid  profession.  Derbyshire 
secretary  Rodgers  Jeffries 
wondered  whether  there  would 
be  a  future  in  pharmacy. 

Paul  Clark,  secretary  of  St 
Helens  &  Knowsley  LPC,  said: 
"The  outcome  is  certain.  Any 
support  now  is  futile." 
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James  Geraghty  won  a  place  at  this  year's  BPC,  courtesy  of  C&D.  Mr 
Geraghty's  letter  suggesting  changes  to  be  implemented  by  the  RI'SCB  by 
the  year  2000,  was  judged  the  best  entry  to  a  C&D  competition  by

NHS  gets  Labour's  support 


The  Labour  Party  Conference, 
neeting  at  Brighton,  has 
iverwhelmingly  approved  a

estore  the  NHS  as  a  service  "free 
it  the  point  of  use"  for  all 
itizens. 

In  keeping  with  the  Party's 
trategy  not  to  make  firm  public 
xpenditure  commitments  so  far 
n  advance  of  the  next  general 
lection,  Mr  David  Blunkett,  the 
hadow  health  secretary,  gave  no 
ndication  of  the  likely  timetable 
or  phasing  out  prescription 
charges. 

He  concentrated  instead  on  the 
llegation  that  the  Government  is 
till  threatening  to  limit  the 
resent  scope  of  exemptions  by 
equiring  nursing  mothers  and 
'regnant  women  and  children  to 
'ay  prescription  charges. 

Mr  Blunkett  strongly  attacked 


the  Government  for  commer- 
cialising the  NHS  through  the 
introduction  of  the  internal 
market. 

"The  internal  market  is 
crucifying  the  NHS  before  our 
eyes,"  he  said,  maintaining  that 
fair  taxation  and  not  private 
insurance  and  charges  should 
ensure  that  patients  received 
adequate  treatment  under  the 
NHS. 

A  consultation  paper  to  be 
published  later  in  the  Autumn 
will  contain  proposals  for  ending 
the  "two-tier  service"  that  had 
resulted  from  the  change  which 
permits  some  family  doctors  to 
assume  responsibility  for  their 
own  budgets. 

Mr  Blunkett  said  a  Labour 
government  would  end  the  trust 
status  which  had  removed  many 
hospitals  from  the  control  of  local 
health  authorities.

Condoms  more  acceptable, 
especially  from  pharmacies 


The  general  acceptance  of 
condoms  as  a  means  of 
contraception  is  increasing,  as  is 
the  number  of  users  who  obtain 
their  supplies  from  pharmacies, 
according  to  a  new  survey. 

Funded  by  the  Health 
Promotion  Trust  and  carried  out 
by  the  Institute  of  Population 
Studies  at  Exeter  University,  the 
survey  showed  that  condoms  are 
the  preferred  method  of  birth 
control  among  single  people  aged 
26-30  from  social  groups  A,B  and 
CI.  Condoms  and  spermicides 
were  perceived  to  be  more  readily 
available  in  1991  than  they  were 
in  an  earlier  survey  in  1985. 

While  pharmacies  were  seen  as 
providing  a  convenient  and  easily 
accessible  service,  they  can  be 
regarded  as  embarrassing  places 
to  purchase  supplies,  the  survey 
found.  Vending  machines  are 
increasingly  regarded  as  a  viable 
source  of  supply  although  still 
seen  by  many  as  unreliable,  with 
poor  quality  and  choice  of 
product  on  offer. 

David  Phillips,  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Population  Studies 
who  led  the  research  team, 
believes  that  pharmacists  and 
other  OTC  vendors  could 
capitalise  on  users'  willingness  to 
buy  these  products  from  their 


shops  by  ensuring  the  experience 
is  as  easy  as  possible. 

"Greater  privacy  and  confid- 
entiality could  be  achieved  by 
displaying  condoms  away  from 
till  points  —  for  example  among 
shaving  accessories  for  men  or 
feminine  hygiene  for  women." 


Zovirax  rival 

Smithkline  Beecham  announced 
details  of  their  rival  to  Zovirax, 
famcyclovir,  at  the  third 
symposium  of  the  European 
Academy  of  Dermatology  and 
Venerealogy  last  weekend. 

SB  say  the  drug  is  as  effective 
as  acyclovir,  with  a  dosing 
schedule  of  three  times  daily.  The 
company  has  filed  with  reg- 
ulatory authorities  for  treating 
shingles  in  most  major  countries 
except  Japan. 

A  spokesman  for  SB  told  C&D: 
"We  hope  to  see  initial  approval 
by  the  first  quarter  of  next  year." 

The  company  is  also  planning 
to  file  for  treatment  of  genital 
herpes  and  expects  that  it  may  be 
developed  for  cold  sore  use. 

Wellcome  are  responding  to 
this  competition  by  developing  a 
more  effective  successor  to 
acyclovir  —  valacyclovir. 


Pharmacists  strike  over 
herbal  medicines 


Pharmacists  in  South  Korea 
forced  legal  drug  trading  to  a 
standstill  last  week  when  they 
went  on  strike  in  a  row  over 
herbal  medicines. 

According  to  a  report  in  The 
Telegraph  (September  25),  the 
strike  is  part  of  a  long-running 
battle     between  pharmacists 
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trained  in  the  Western  tradition 
and  Oriental  herbalists.  Pharma- 
cists have  been  selling  Asian 
herbal  infusions  and  the  herbal- 
ists' union  insist  they  are  not 
qualified  to  do  so. 

There  have  been  rallies  over  a 
six-month  span  with  hunger 
strikes  threatened.

Society  reveals  interim 
format  for  BPC  '94 


The  professional  sessions  at  the 
new-style,  weekend-based  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  next 
year  will  be  cut  to  one  and  a  half 
days,  the  science  sessions  will 
span  two  and  a  half  days  as  usual, 
and  there  will  be  just  one  social 
event,  a  dinner  on  the  Saturday 
evening.  Excursions  will  be 
scrapped  altogether. 

The  changes  to  the  BPC  format 
are  necessary  because  of 
spiralling  costs  and  also  because 
Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
branches  are  no  longer 
volunteering  so  readily  to 
organise  Conference.  Glasgow 
will  run  the  1996  BPC  but  1994 
and  1995  BPCs  are  likely  to  be 
run  by  RPSGB  headquarters  staff 
who,  for  the  first  time,  were 
involved  in  registering  delegates 
to  this  year's  event. 

The  Society  determined  that 
the  bridging  conference  should 
be  self-supporting,  that  the 
working  component  should  be 
preserved  as  far  as  possible  - 
particularly  the  science  element 
—  and  that  the  number  of  social 
events  should  be  cut  down. 

BPC  1994  will  open  on  Friday, 
September  16,  with  registration 
and  a  welcome  evening  at  the 
Society's  Lambeth  headquarters. 
The  rest  of  the  BPC  will  be 
centred  on  the  Bloomsbury  area 
with  sessions  at  the  Royal 
National  Hotel  and  the  Institute 
of  Education;  neighbouring 
hotels  and  two  halls  of  residence 
will  accommodate  delegates. 

The  professional  session  will 
start  on  Saturday  morning,  after 
the  opening  session,  and  run

President 
underscores 
BPC  changes 

The  president  of  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  Nicholas  Wood  spelt  out 
some  of  the  points  of  difference  of 
this  year's  BPC  in  Reading,  and  of 
some  of  those  to  come  in 
succeeding  years  (see  above). 

Mr  Wood  opened  the  closing 
session  by  asking  those  present  to 
stand  for  one  minute  as  a  mark  of 
respect  for  three  absent  friends 
-  men  who  had  helped  "shape 
the  profession  of  pharmacy 
nationally  and  at  local  level  in 
their  different  ways" —  former 
RPSGB  secretary  and  registrar 
Desmond  Lewis,  head  of  the 
department  of  pharmaceutical 
sciences  Dr  Gwynne  Thomas  and 
Charter  Silver  medallist 
"Durrant  of  Sheffield". 

Then  Mr  Wood  referred  to  the 
discontinuation  of  prize-giving 
for  practice  research  because  of 
the  increasing  difficulties  ex- 
perienced by  the  panel  adjudi- 
cating oral  communications  and 
posters. 

In  particular  he  referred  to  the 
demise  of  the  Chemist  & 
Druggist  Practice  Research 
Medal  and  cash  award. 

"C&D  decided  to  continue  its 
association  with  the  BPC  in  a 
different  way.  I  was  asked  to  judge 
letters  sent  to  the  Society's 
president  by  preregistration 
graduates  setting  out  three  key 
objectives  for  the  Society  to 
implement  by  the  year  2000. 

"The  prize  was  payment  of 
expenses  for  attendance  at  this 
week's  Conference  —  a  total  of 
nearly  £400.  The  winner  was 
James  Geraghty,  whom  I  con- 
gratulate." 
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Alternative 
or  rubbish? 

A  friend  recently  asked  my 
opinion  on  the  effectiveness  of 
slimming  tablets  he  had  bought 
in  a  health  food  shop.  The  tablets 
were  packaged  in  an  amber  bottle 
and  the  label  claimed  the  con- 
tents were  appetite  suppressants. 

Each  tablet  contained  35mg  of 
pseudoephedrine,  sodium  benzo- 
ate,  saccharin  and  ethanol. 
Hardly  the  ideal  appetite  sup- 
pressant and  very  over-priced  at 
£20.95  for  100  tablets. 

The  information  leaflet  warned 
of  heart  palpitations,  chest  pains 
and  sweating,  and  cautioned 
those  with  heart  disease  to  avoid 
the  product.  Rather  than  deter 
my  friend,  these  warnings  appeared 
to  verify  the  potency  of  the 
contents. 

To  me  this  product  represents 
all  that  is  wrong  with  alternative 
medicine.  Medicine  is  either  safe 
or  unsafe,  effective  or  ineffective. 

If  an  alternative  medicine  is 
shown  to  be  safe  and  effective 
then  it  has  a  place  in  treating 
patients.  Many  alternative  thera- 
pies/remedies have  been  accepted 
by  orthodox  practice,  recent 
examples  being  osteopathy  and 
evening  primrose  oil.  Indeed,  the 
reformed  NHS  can  more  easily

"purchase"  alternative  therapy 
where  it  is  deemed  appropriate. 

But  it  is  the  nature  of  the 
alternative  medicine  business 
which  leaves  it  open  to  con- 
siderable abuse.  In  recent  months, 
an  alternative  practitioner,  who 
had  been  active  in  Northern 
Ireland,  was  found  guilty  of  de- 
ception and  fraud.  Her  remedies 
were  sold  as  cures  for  diseases 
such  as  AIDS,  cancer  and  multiple 
sclerosis. 

The  alternative  medicine 
business  is  lucrative,  there  are 
few  legal  controls  on  its  prac- 
titioners or  its  products  and  there 
are  few  safeguards  for  the 
unsuspecting  —  particularly  the 
very  ill. 

_  My  friend  was  not  put  at  risk  by 
his  appetite  suppressant  tablets. 
His  wallet  is  a  little  lighter  even  if 
he  is  not,  and  I  am  left  wondering 
why  a  health  food  shop  is  selling  a 
product  which,  if  it  were  properly 
licensed,  should  be  a  Pharmacy 
Medicine  but  it  would  not  get  a 
license  for  suppressing  appetite. 

There  needs  to  be  greater 
control  of  the  alternative  med- 
icine industry.

Hormone  replacement  therapy 
has  had  a  chequered  history, 
but  has  now  become 
established  treatment  for  the 
problems  of  the  menopause 
and  osteoporosis. 

I  have  always  been  in  favour 
of  its  use,  and  when  discussing 
problems  with  patients  urge 
them  to  discuss  HRT  as  an 
alternative  with  their  doctors. 

Natural  reserve  precludes 
many  patients  from  acting  on 
my  advice.  But  I  have  recently 
obtained  a  copy  of  The 
Menopause,  a  video  produced 
without  any  bias  by  Ciba, 
which  I  now  loan  out  to 
selected  patients. 

The  response  has  been 
phenomenal,  and  many  women 
who  previously  had  little 
knowledge  of  the  menopause, 
or  were  reticent  about 
discussing  their  problems,  have 
now  been  sufficiently  reassured 
to  consult  with  their  CPs. 

As  an  extension  of  my  health 
education  role,  this  video  has 
been  an  instant  success  and  I 
thank  Ciba  for  its  loan.  But 
public  enthusiasm  suggests 
that  similar  initiatives  could 
equally  be  beneficially  adopted 
by  companies  with  an  interest 
in  other  health  areas.  Smoking 
cessation,  diet,  contraception, 
heart  disease,  asthma, 
radiotherapy,  arthritis, 
pain...  the  subjects  are  endless. 
As  an  extension  to  our 


present  leaflet  distribution,  this 
idea  could  revolutionise  the 
dissemination  of  health 
information  community 
pharmacy  is  the  ideal  medium 
for  such  an  initiative.  It  docs 
not  even  require  central 
bureaucratic  control  because 
enlightened  self-interest  alone 
should  quickly  persuade 
sufficient  companies  to 
produce  enough  diversity  of 
videos  to  make  the  scheme 
instantly  viable. 

Variations 
on  a  rota 
theme 

The  City  of  Liverpool,  in  the 
shape  of  its  local 
pharmaceutical  committee,  has 
produced  a  succession  of 
innovative  suggestions  which 
often  act  as  the  catalyst  for  the 
rest  of  the  pharmaceutical 
world. 

True  to  form,  this  time  it 
has  suggested  that  the  present 
one  hour  rota  system  for 
Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays  be 
extended  to  three  hours  (C&D 
September  25,  p52b). 

On  the  face  of  it  this  idea 
would  appear  eminently 
sensible,  since  most  of  the  city 
could  be  covered  by  seven 
strategically  placed  pharmacies 
opening  for  a  reasonable  three 
hours  apiece.  But  the  problem 
with  any  rota  is  not  the  rota 
per  se  but  the  rota  breakers 
who,  on  the  pretext  of  offering 
a  service,  actually  destroy  the 
totality  of  that  given  by  their 
colleagues. 

In  the  case  of  the  Liverpool 
LPC  suggestion,  volunteers  are 
being  requested  but,  if 
payments  are  made,  then  the 
hours  themselves  would  have 
to  be  contractual  and 
controlled. 

There  would  probably  be 
sufficient  enthusiasts  to  initiate 
a  scheme.  But  could  a  genuine 
rota  be  established  rather  than 
an  official,  but  evenly 
distributed,  obligatory, 
open-all-hours  service  from 
these  few  enthusiasts  only? 

I  suspect  insufficient 
volunteers  will  be  obtained  to 
make  the  system  acceptable  to 
all  contractors.  And  even  then 


I  wonder  whether  the 
community  health  councils 
will  not  object  due  to  the 
distance  that  patients  without 
transport  may  have  to  travel  to 
access  the  nearest  available 
rota  pharmacy. 

This  scheme  deserves 
exploration  but,  regretfully,  is 
another  example  of  the 
contortions  that  LPCs  and 
their  LIISAs  have  had  to  adopt 
to  provide  a  comprehensive, 
remunerated  service  within  the 
unreasonably  t ight 
administrative  controls 
required  of  any  official  scheme. 

W  hat  is  really  required  is  for 
the  Government  to  accept  that 
the  present  controls  are  too 
restrictive  and,  within  the 
limits  of  the  resources  already 
being  expended,  allow  LLCs 
and  FHSAs  to  add  on-call 
systems  to  more  flexible  rotas 
in  order  to  design 
comprehensive  schemes 
suitable  for  local  needs. 


Cough 
what? 


Phensedyl  cough  mixture  is 
possibly  one  of  the  oldest 
brtands  in  my  memory  —  but 
for  all  the  wrong  reasons.  The 
product  has  a  history  of  abuse 
which  became  so  severe  that, 
since  there  were  adequate 
alternatives  on  the  market, 
persuaded  me  that  the  only 
solution  was  not  to  stock  it.

at-a-stroke,  hope  to  make  it 
once  more  acceptable. 

Even  their  representative 
looked  uncomfortable  when  he 
started  on  his  sales  pitch  the 
other  day,  and  readily  admitted 
that  my  incredulous  reaction 
was  not  uncommon! 

In  case  those  office-bound 
marketing  experts  of  M&B  have 
not  heard,  let  me  repeat. 
Phensedyl  is  a  thoroughly 
discredited  product.  The  time 
to  have  reformulated  it  was  15 
years  ago  when  all  the 
problems  started  and  not  now 
that  community  pharmacists, 
by  collectively  taking  their 
professional  responsibilities 
seriously,  have  effectively 
removed  it  from  the  hands  of 
the  abuser. 

I  no  longer  stock  Phensedyl, 
I  will  not  stock  your  new 
Phensedyl,  and  your  own  sales 
staff  agree  with  me  I 
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Cocois  gets 
licence 

Cocois  scalp  ointment,  from 
Bioglan,  is  now  licensed  for  the 
treatment  of  moderate  to  severe 
scaly  scalp  conditions  such  as 
psoriasis,  eczema,  seborrhoeic 
dermatitis  and  dandruff.  The 
ointment  has  mild  antipruritic 
and  keratolytic  action. 

It  contains  coal  tar  12  per  cent, 
sulphur  4  per  cent  and  salicylic 
acid  2  per  cent  in  a  coconut  oil 
emollient  base,  developed  from  a 
traditional  formula.

Tuberculosis 
are  still 

Tuberculosis  is  still  strongly 
associated  with  poverty  despite 
improved  nutrition  and  social 
conditions,  according  to  a  report 
in  the  British  Medical  Journal. 

A  six-year  study  was  carried  out 
in  Liverpool  to  determine 
whether  the  historical  link 
between  TB  and  poverty  still  held. 
The  researchers  found  344  cases 
of  TB,  giving  an  annual  rate  of 
12.7  cases  per  100,000  pop- 
ulation. 

The  deprivation  in  each  area, 
measured  by  the  proportion  of 
council  housing,  children  in 
receipt  of  free  school  meals  and  a 
number  of  deprivation  indices, 
correlated  with  the  rate  of 
tuberculosis.  This  link  was 
independent  of  the  high  rates  of 
TB  among  ethnic  minorities 
(47.9  cases  per  100,000). 

How  poverty  may  directly 
cause  TB  remains  unclear  but,  as 
poverty  probably  results  in  poor 
nutrition,  the  immune  system  is 
likely  to  be  more  vulnerable. 

Protein  undernutrition  is 
associated  with  alterations  in 
immune  functions  mediated  by  T 
cells,  and  animal  studies  have 
shown  that  BCG  vaccination  is 
less  effective  in  protein-deficient 
animals  than  in  controls. 
Overcrowded  living  conditions 
are  also  likely  to  increase  the  risk 
of  disease  transmission.

been  largely  due  to  cases  among 
HIV  infected  people.  But  HIV 
infection  cannot  account  for  the 
increase  in  incidence  in  Kngland 
and  Wales.  The  authors  see  this  as 
a  concern  because  as  the  preva- 
lence of  HIV  increases,  those 
infected  with  the  tuberculosis 
bacillus  will  probably  develop  TB, 
resulting  in  a  further  rise. 

Tuberculosis  is  on  the  increase 
in  the  UK,  with  6,000  cases 
reported  in  1991,  following  a 
steady  fall  over  the  30  preceeding 
years  (Pharmacy  Update 
September  18,  page  i).

Give  IM 
vitamin  K 
orally 

According  to  the  Drug  and 
Therapeutics  Bulletin,  oral 
administration  of  vitamin  K  to 
newborn  babies,  to  prevent 
bleeding,  is  not  associated  with 
the  same  risk  of  developing 
childhood  cancer  as  intramuscular 
vitamin  K  but  at  present  there  is 
no  licensed  oral  preparation 
available.  The  authors  say 
clinicians  are  justified  in 
prescribing  the  IM  formulation 
to  be  given  orally,  although  it  is 
not  licensed  for  this  route.

Senna-fibre  more  effective 
than  lactulose 


A  senna-fibre  combination  was 
found  to  be  significantly  more 
effective  than  lactulose,  at  a  lower 
cost,  in  treating  constipation  in 
long-stay  elderly  patients. 

A  randomised,  double-blind 
crossover  study  published  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  com- 
pared the  efficacy  and  cost 
effectiveness  of  a  senna-fibre 
combination  containing  ispaghula 
54.2  per  cent  and  senna  12.4  per 
cent  (10ml  daily)  with  lactulose 
(15ml  twice  daily). 

Both  treatments  were  found  to 
be  effective  and  well  tolerated. 
But    the    mean    daily  bowel 


frequency  was  greater  with  the 
senna-fibre  combination,  and 
patients  in  the  senna  group  found 
the  stools  easier  to  pass.  The 
recommended  dose  was  exceeded 
more  frequently  with  lactulose. 

The  total  cost  of  treatment  for 
77  patients  for  two  weeks  was 
£283.93  for  lactulose  and  £92.31 
for  the  senna-fibre  combination. 

The  prevalence  of  chronic 
constipation  has  been  reported  as 
40  per  cent  or  higher  in  long-stay 
elderly  patients.  Considerable 
morbidity  is  associated  with 
chronic  constipation  in  frail 
elderly  people.

We  know  that  the  major 
manufacturers  are  prepared  to 
allow  supermarkets  to  sell 
and  advertise  nationally 
cut-price  contact  lens  solutions. 
This  pressure  on  independent 
suppliers  is  very  alarming. 

Can  we  also  be  told  why 
chemist  wholesalers  and  the 
representatives  that  call  on 
us  in  search  of  orders  cannot 
sell  us  the  packs  that  offer 
a  price  saving  to  our 
customers.

NHS  contract: 
An  open  letter 
to  PSNC/RPSGB

published  Plimsoll  Portfolio

•  the  abolition  of  on-cost 

•  the  setting  of  any  minimum

allowance 

•  the  introduction  of  a  single- 
tier  fee  and  the  loss  of  front- 
loading 

•  the  payment  of  the 
professional  allowance  from  the 
existing  global  sum. 

I  consider  that  the  only  basis 
for  a  settlement  is  that  using 
the  existing  method  of 
remuneration,  and  this  is  the 
only  mandate  I  can  give  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services

Pricing  paste 

Please  allow  me  to  reply  to 
Xrayser's  comments  on  the 
price  increase  of  Rembrandt 
toothpaste  (C&D  September  25). 

When  we  set  the  price  of 
Rembrandt  in  August  1992,  the 
exchange  rate  was  $1.94  to  the 
pound.  Since  "Black  Monday", 
the  rate  of  exchange  has  been 
approximately  $1.50  to  the 
pound.  This  is  a  devaluation  of 
22  per  cent. 

We  maintained  our  prices  in 
the  hope  that  sterling  would 
have  recovered  part  of  the  loss 
against  the  dollar.  It  did  not 
(and  still  has  not)  and, 
consequently,  we  reluctantly 
increased  our  prices  by  1 1  per 
cent  on  July  19  which  was  just 
half  of  the  increase  we  had  to 
pay  nine  months  earlier.  If  we 
had  not  increased  our  prices  we 
would  have  been  out  of 
business. 

Your  readers,  I  am  sure,  will 
applaud  us  for  absorbing  a  22 
per  cent  price  increase  for  nine 
months  and  even  then 
increasing  our  prices  by  only  11 
per  cent.  It  was  a  very  expensive 
experience.

The  £3  billion  man 


Under  the  team  led  by 
managing  director 
Gordon  Hourston, 
Boots  the  Chemists 
have  started  to  perform 
as  High  Street  retailers 
as  never  before.  With 
over  £3  billion  passing 
through  BTC's  tills  last 
year,  you  may  think 
that  this  canny  Scot 
might  be  tempted  to 
relax  towards  his  1994 
golf  and  walking-based 
retirement.  But  that  is 
not  the  nature  of  the 
beastie... 


Pharmacy  is  in  the  blood  of  the 
Hourston  family.  Gordon's 
father,  William  A.M.  Hourston, 
ran  the  family  business  in 
Edinburgh's  Inverlieth  Row 
for  many  years.  Sadly,  the 
mahogany-lined,  traditional 
chemists'  shop  is  no  longer  in 
the  family  —  it  was  sold  to  the 
independent  across  the  road 
who  promptly  closed  it  down 
and  shipped  the  antiques 
fixtures  and  fitting  to  America! 

But  the  love  of  pharmacy  was 
passed  on  to  the  young 
Hourston  who  spent  his 
preregistration  year  at  Bangour 
Hospital  before  joining  Boots  in 
1958.  "My  father  did  not 
object,  particularly  as  he  did 
not  have  a  Boots  branch  in 
competition  with  him!" 

In  fact  there  were  nearly 
three  generations  of  Hourstons 
in  practice  —  Gordon's  eldest 
son  qualified  just  six  months 
after  his  grandfather  died. 

Mr  Hourston's  first  18  years 
were  spent  moving  up  through 
the  store/  territorial  general 
management  structure  until  he 
"reached  Nottingham"  in  1976. 
A  spell  in  the  retail  staff 
department  (personnel)  led,  in 
1981,  to  a  position  on  the 
Group  Board  as  personnel 
director  before  his  appointment 
as  deputy  managing  director  to 
Keith  Arkroyd  in  1984. 

After  the  Ward-White 
takeover  in  1989,  Mr  Ackroyd 
took  on  the  newly  created 
retail  division  and  Mr  Hourston 
moved  behind  the  most 
powerful  pharmacy  counter  in 
the  UK  as  managing  director. 
With  another  Scot,  James  Blyth, 
in  office  as  chief  executive  of 
the  Boots  Company  since  1987, 
and  with  three  others  on  the 
Board,  the  Celtic  presence  was 
then  in  danger  of  becoming 
more  than  a  "fringe". 

As  to  clan  rivalry  with  Sir 
James,  Mr  Hourston  will  have 
none  of  it:  "We  simply  share 
the  same  vigour  and 
robustness." 

Rest  &  recreation 

Gordon  Hourston  explains  with 
some  feeling  that  life  at  Boots 
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the  Chemists  leaves  little  time 
for  the  "domestic"  hobbies  he 
would  like  to  pursue  with  some 
of  that  vim  and  vigour  for 
which  he  is  renowned. 

He  and  his  wife  Sheila  get  up 
to  their  Northern  base  in 
Balleter,  when  time  permits,  for 
walking  and  golf:  "We  took  up 
golf  together  for  fun.  But  don't 
ask  me  what  my  handicap  is!" 

A  normal  day  in  the 
Nottingham  office  is  from 
8-8. 30am  to  "sixish"  at  night.  "I 
cart  any  work  home  after  that 
when  I  don't  have  evening 
appointments." 

Another  of  Mr  Hourston's 
interests  outside  Boots  is  his 


of  different  backgrounds  and 
experience  that  marries  nicely 
into  BFC." 

The  staff,  too,  are  integral  to 
the  success  of  the  operation, 
and  Mr  Hourston  is  especially 
proud  of  the  quality  teams  that 
have  taken  consultation  —  his 
management  ethos  and  style  — 
to  the  shop  floor  of  every  Boots 
store. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  talent  out 
there  in  our  50,000  staff  and  I 
would  be  negligent  if  I  did  not 
try  to  tap  it,"  he  says. 

And  despite  having 
introduced  in  the  mid-1980s  a 
scheme  whereby 
non-pharmacists  could  manage 


work  on  the  Armed  Forces  Pay 
Review  Board:  he  has  been 
chairman  since  March.  "It  is  a 
delightful  contrast  to  my  work 
with  BTC  and  I  greatly  enjoy  it." 

When  he  is  not  in  the  office, 
Mr  Hourston  travels  the  country 
visiting  Boots  branches. 

"Unless  you  visit  the  coal 
face,  you  cannot  get  the  feel  of 
the  company,  see  how 
merchandise  is  displayed  and  so 
on,"  he  says.  "I  also  meet  some 
dozen  or  so  of  our  5,000  major 
suppliers  each  year." 

These  include,  for  instance, 
Unilver,  Procter  &  Gamble,  IBM 
and  Smithkline  Beecham. 

"We  rely  on  suppliers,  but  I 
think  we're  fair  on  them.  We're 
not  the  sort  of  company  to 
grind  suppliers  into  the 
ground." 

But  Boots  the  Chemists  are  a 
very  powerful  retailer.  Mr 
Hourston  is  proud  of  that  fact 
and  of  the  "extremely 
powerful"  executive  team  of 
ten  —  half  Boots'  grown,  half 
from  outside  —  that  has 
propelled  the  company  forward 
under  him:  "It's  a  lovely  mixture 


larger  Boots  stores,  Mr 
Hourston  is  not  unabashed  that 
only  12  such  are  in  place. 

"After  all,  over  70  per  cent  of 
all  pharmacy  graduates  want  to 
enter  retailing.  Pharmacists 
make  very  good  managers." 

Dispensing  core 

For  Gordon  Hourston, 
pharmacy  is  a  splendid  mix  of 
his  first  love,  pharmacy,  and  his 
real  love,  business. 

"Dispensing  is  the  absolute 
core  without  which  the 
progress  of  BTC  would 
disintegrate,"  he  says.  "That's 
why  we  have  a  pharmacist  in 
every  one  of  our  branches  in 
Great  Britain,  bar  one." 

In  Northern  Ireland,  Boots 
have  22  stores,  12  of  which  are 
pharmacies,  with  the  rest  run  as 
drug  stores.  Mr  Hourston 
explains  the  high  number  of 
pharmacies  per  head  of 
population  militates  against  a 
GB-style  operation. 

Mr  Hourston  believes  that  the 
pharmacy  of  the  1990s  is  about 
change,  and  that  the  profession 
should  change  itself  before 


others  impose  change  on  it. 

The  essence  of  High  Street 
pharmacy  practice  has  not 
changed  for  50  years,  he  says. 

"If  we  don't  change  ourselves 
change  will  be  imposed.  The 
structure  of  remuneration  is  too 
costly  to  Government.  It  does 
not  encourage  efficiency  in  the 
individual. 

"I  believe  there  should  be  no 
subsidy  of  existence.  All  the 
money  should  be  put  in  the 
pot;  there  should  be  one  fee  for 
dispensing  scripts,  no  front- 
loading  and  no  pharmacy 
allowance  unless  it  is  to 
subsidise  small,  essential 
pharmacies. 

"Extra  services  should  be  paid 
for  by  Government  only  where 
they  are  needed  and  deemed 
essential  to  patients.  It  would 
be  wasteful  if  all  services 
were  available  from  all 
pharmacies;  the  demand  would 
be  too  low." 

Boots  in  vanguard 

Mr  Hourston  says  everyone 
must  recognise  the  need  of 
governments  worldwide  to  get 
value-for-money  healthcare. 

"The  profession  must  decide 
how  it  can  contribute  to  the 
inevitable  rather  than  simply  sit 
back  and  take  the  huge  risk  of 
unacceptable  reforms  being 
imposed  upon  it,"  he  says. 

As  the  leading  pharmacy 
chain  in  the  UK,  Mr  Hourston 
believes  passionately  that  Boots 
the  Chemists  need  to  be  in  the 
forefront  of  professional 
change:  "I  have  a  deep  concern 
for  the  quality  of  pharmacy 
service  we  provide  through 
BTC,  indeed  of  all  Boots  store 
services." 

Mr  Hourston  certainly 
believes  that  new  technologies 
will  bring  change  —  and 
possible  radical  change  —  to 
the  traditional  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  the  UK. 

"Boots  have  consistently 
raised  the  standards  of 
pharmacy  practice  in  the  UK. 
My  great  pride  is  our  standard 
of  pharmacy  practice,"  he  says. 

Mr  Hourston  is  confident  that 
Boots  the  Chemists  will 
continue  to  help  improve  the 
standards  of  pharmacy  and 
retailing  after  he  has  hung  up 
his  pestle,  mortar  and  till  on 
July  24  next  year. 

"I  love  the  business  and  I  love 
pharmacy;  they  go  hand  in 
hand." 

But  the  discerning  will  not 
fail  to  note  the  glint  of  steel 
and  pride  in  the  eye  as  Gordon 
Hourston  waxes  lyrical  about 
passing  the  £3bn 
through-the-till  barrier  in  the 
last  financial  year. 

Judging  by  his  terse  dismissal 
of  any  polite  inquiry  about  his 
golf  handicap,  there  seems  little 
fear  that  the  links  at  St 
Andrews  have  anything  to  fear 
from  his  niblick.  But  BTC  staff 
north  of  the  border  should  look 
out  for  an  elegant  couple  in 
walking  boots  and  tweeds 
presenting  the  odd 
prescription... 
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Pharmacyupdate 

Keep  an  eye  on  infections 

and  disorders

presented  in  the 
pharmacy,  and  their 
treatment 

Requests  for  information  and  5 
treatment  for  eye  disorders  are  - 
frequently  encountered  by 
community  pharmacists.  While  J 
treatment  available  over  the 
counter  is  limited,  pharmacists  -f 
ihave  an  important  role  in 
giving  advice  and  also  in 
identifying  those  more  serious 
disorders  which  need  referral. 

Essential  questions 

Whatever  condition  the  patient 
presents  at  the  pharmacy,  there 
iare  a  number  of  essential 
questions  which  the  pharmacist 
should  ask: 

•  How  old  is  the  patient? 

Eye  infections  in  infants  should 
be  referred  to  the  doctor, 
especially  where  the  child  is 
under  one  month  old.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  doctor  to 
nform  the  Public  Health 
Authorities,  as  in  cases  of  "red 
eye"  of  gonococcal  origin. 
»  Has  vision  been  affected? 
ye  infections  such  as  styes  and 
onjunctivitis  do  not  affect 
vision.  This  does  not  include  the 
effect  of  watery  secretions  in 
allergies  and  infections  which 
nay  cause  temporary  blurring 
}f  vision. 

When  eyesight  is  affected, 
nore  serious  disorders  are 
ndicated  such  as  glaucoma 
where  vision  may  be  lost 
gradually  and  coloured  haloes 
een  around  lights), 
ntraoccular  haematoma  and 
etinal  detachment.  In  any  case 
)f  visual  disturbance,  the 
)atient  should  be  referred 
primarily  to  an  ophthalmic 
optician  or  in  emergencies  to 
he  accident  and  emergency 
department  of  the  local 
lospital. 

»  Is  there  any  pain? 


In  less  serious  eye  infections 
pain  is  more  in  the  form  of  an 
irritation  or  the  feeling  of 
grittiness  or  of  "something  in 
the  eye".  In  more  serious 
disorders,  pain  is  felt  deep  in 
the  eye  as  a  dull  ache  or  a  sharp 
stabbing  pain  which  may  be 
accompanied  by  nausea.  A 
patient  complaining  of  pain  as 
opposed  to  discomfort  should 
always  be  referred. 

•  Is  the  eye  watering? 
Excess  lacrimation  is  caused  by 
the  stimulation  of  lacrimal 
glands  and  is  an  indication  of 
infection  or  irritants  present  in 
the  eye. 

•  Has  there  been  any  damage 
to  the  eye  or  the  area 
surrounding  it? 

Patients  with  red  eye  and/or 
pain  and  affected  vision  who 
have  suffered  trauma  to  the 
eye  should  be  referred. 

•  Has  there  been  any  trauma  to 
the  head? 

This  may  cause  the  eyes  to  be 
bloodshot  and  vision  may  be 
affected  (double  vision).  There 
may  also  be  headache. 

•  Does  the  patient  wear 
contact  lenses? 
Patients  who  wear  soft  or 
extended  wear  contact  lenses 
may  be  more  prone  to  eye 
infections  as  the  lenses  may 
become  contaminated  with 


viruses,  fungi  or  bacteria  if  not 
correctly  cleaned.  They  are  also 
susceptible  to  the  formation  of 
mineral  and  protein  deposits 
which  may  irritate  the  eye  and 
produce  redness  and 
lacrimation. 

Patients  who  wear  soft  or 
extended  wear  lenses  should  be 
advised  to  remove  them  when 
using  eye  drops  or  ointment  as 
the  drug  and  preservatives  are 
absorbed  by  the  lenses,  become 
concentrated  and  can  damage 
the  eye.  Lenses  should  remain 
out  of  the  eye  for  at  least  eight 
hours  after  using  the 
medication.  Patients  with 
infections  should  be  advised  to 
have  their  lenses  cleaned 
professionally. 

Referral 

Certain  eye  conditions  require 
referral.  The  pharmacist  should 
be  able  to  identify  these  by 
observation  and  careful 
questioning.  Where  unsure,  it  is 
probably  best  to  refer  to  the  GP 
or  ophthalmic  optician. 
Remember,  prompt  referral 
may  save  sight. 
•  Acute  uveitis  (iritis) 
This  condition  is  not  an 
infection  (although  it  may 
result  from  one)  but  an  acute 
inflammation  of  the  iris  and 
surrounding  circular  muscle. 
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Thus  redness  is  concentrated 
around  the  centre  of  the  eye 
and  not  at  the  margins  and 
eyelids  as  in  conjunctivitis. 
Careful  inspection  may  reveal 
that  the  pupil  of  the  affected 
eye  is  smaller.  There  may  be 
lacrimation,  photophobia  and 
severe  pain.  Immediate  referral 
is  essential. 
•  Glaucoma 

Patients  with  acute  glaucoma 
will  rarely  be  seen  in  the 
pharmacy  as  the  condition  is  so 
painful  that  the  patient  will  be 
more  likely  to  call  the  doctor. 
The  eye  will  be  hard,  brick  red, 
there  will  be  acute  visual 
disturbances  and  acute  pain 
often  accompanied  by  nausea 
and  vomiting.  This  requires 
immediate  referral  to  a  casualty 
department. 

In  sub-acute  glaucoma,  there 
may  be  no  pain  but  vision  will 
be  disturbed,  often  with 
coloured  rings  being  seen 
around  lights.  The  patient 
should  be  referred  to  an 
ophthalmic  optician. 

Chronic  simple  glaucoma  may 
be  asymptomatic  except  for 
very  gradual  loss  of  sight.  Your 
elderly  patients  who 
complain  of  failing  eyesight 
should  be  referred  to  the

optician  as  it  is  not  always  "just 
old  age".  If  untreated,  all  forms 
of  glaucoma  can  lead  to 
blindness. 

•  Corneal  ulceration 

If  the  epithelium  of  the  cornea 
becomes  damaged,  for  instance 
by  a  scratch  from  a  foreign 
body,  and  does  not  become 
infected,  it  will  heal  very 
quickly.  But  if  it  becomes 
infected,  an  ulcer  may  form  and 
may  be  seen  on  the  surface  of 
the  eye. 

Most  damaging  to  the  eye  is 
infection  due  to  Herpes 
simplex.  There  will  always  be 
pain  associated  with  corneal 
ulcers  and  the  patient  may 
complain  of  "something  in  the 
eye".  The  patient  should  be 
referred. 

•  Ectropion  and  entropion 

These  conditions  tend  to  be 
seen  in  the  elderly,  but  may  be 
associated  with  scar 
tissue.  Ectropion  is  where  the 
eye  margins  turn  outward  away 
from  the  eye.  This  causes 
problems  with  drainage  of  fluid 
from  the  eye  and  the  eye  may 
become  very  irritated. 

Entropion  is  where  the 
margins  turn  in.  Severe 
irritation  may  occur  where  the 
eyelashes  irritate  the  eye.  For 
both  these  conditions,  surgery 
is  required. 

Pharmacy 
management 

The  following  conditions  may 
be  managed  by  the  pharmacist 
unless  there  are  any  of  the 
complications  mentioned 
below. 

•  Ocular  foreign  bodies 

The  pharmacist  should  carefully 
inspect  the  eye  by  asking  the 
patient  to  look  up  while 
carefully  pulling  down  the 
lower  lid  and  vice  versa.  Foreign 
bodies  may  not  always  be 
visible,  but  where  they  are  and 
can  easily  be  removed,  this 
should  be  performed  using  a 
folded  piece  of  clean,  soft 
paper. 

A  patient  with  a  foreign  body 
in  the  eye  which  cannot  be 
removed  in  this  way  or  by 
bathing  the  eye,  should  be 
referred.  Foreign  bodies  usually 
cause  redness,  Tacrimation  and 
when  embedded  in  the 
epithelium  may  cause  severe 
pain. 

If  there  is  still  pain  and 
inflammation  after  removal, 
the  patient  should  be  referred 
to  ensure  that  any  damage 
does  not  become  infected. 

•  Subconjunctival  haemorrhage 
(SCH) 

Patients  may  coir    mto  the 
pharmacy  with  part  or  all  of  the 
white  of  the  eye  completely 
red.  The  patient  may  be  very 
distressed  as  the  conditior 
looks  so  horrific,  but  vision  is 
not  affected.  It  is  caused  by  the 
rupture  of  a  small  blood  vessel 
and  there  may  be  no  cause. 
Sometimes  it  may  be  triggered 
by  sneezing  or  straining  on  the 
toilet. 

If  it  is  painless  and  not  caused 
by  trauma,  the  patient  should 
be  reassured  that  it  is  not 
serious,  requires  no  treatment 
and  will  resolve  in  a  couple  of 
weeks. 
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SHC  following  trauma  to  the 
head  may  indicate  deeper 
damage  and  should  be 
referred. 
•  Conjunctivitis 
Conjunctivitis  may  be  of 
infective  or  allergic/irritant 
origin. 

Infective  conjunctivitis  is  most 
commonly  caused  by 
Staphylococcus  aureus.  Once 
established,  the  infection  causes 
inflammation  of  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  eye  producing 
redness,  especially  around  the 
margins  and  eyelids  and  excess 
pus  production  from  goblet 
cells  in  the  conjunctiva. 

This  causes  the  eyelids  to  look 
crusty  and  the  lids  may  be  stuck 
together  in  the  morning.  The 
eye  will  feel  gritty  and  may  be 


Allergic  origin 

Allergic  or  irritant  conjunctivitis 

may  be  caused  by  a  reaction  to: 

•  pollen 

•  make-  up 

•  eye  drops 

•  contact  lens  solutions 

•  pollutants. 

In  allergic  conjunctivitis,  the 
eyes  are  often  pale  pink  and 
very  watery.  Clear  exudate  may 
collect  behind  the  membrane 
surrounding  the  eye  and 
appear  as  a  fluid-filled  balloon, 
which  may  alarm  the  patient. 
The  fluid  will  soon  disperse  and 
patients  should  be  advised  that 
it  is  not  serious  and  that  they 
should  avoid  rubbing  the  eye. 

Otrivine-Antistin  eye  drops 
may  be  suggested  (although 


very  watery.  It  often  affects  one 
eye  only. 

The  infection  is  often  self- 
limiting  but  is  contagious  and 
personal  hygiene  is  essential  to 
prevent  its  spread. 

Unfortunately,  the 
pharmacist  does  not  have  many 
treatment  options  available 
over-the-counter. 

Propamidine  isethionate 
(Brolene)  drops  may  be 
counterprescribed.  It  has 
weak  activity  against  gram- 
positive  and  non-spore  forming 
organisms.  Boric  acid,  which 
was  very  popular  in  the  past,  is 
now  not  recommended,  except 
where  included  as  a  buffer.  It 
has  very  weak  bacteriostatic 
activity.  The  patient  may 
require  antibiotic  drops  from 
the  doctor  if  the  condition  does 
not  resolve. 

Bathing  the  eye  with  a 
suitable  eye  wash  (Optrex  or 
saline)  may  provide  some 
symptomatic  relief.  As 
mentioned  earlier, 
conjunctivitis  in  the  newborn 
should  always  be  referred  as 
should  recurrent  cases  in  any 
patient. 


they  have  been  known  to  cause 
contact  allergy)  and  avoidance 
of  the  allergen  is  essential, 
although  not  always  acceptable 
where  make-up  is  indicated. 

•  "Tired  eyes" 

Pollution  and  air  conditioning 
may  be  responsible  for  causing 
what  is  commonly  known  as 
"tired  eyes",  where  the  eyes  are 
slightly  red  and  irritated.  There 
is  no  underlying  pathology  or 
disease. 

Many  clients  will  request 
products  to  treat  this,  and  many 
of  them  contain 
vasoconstrictors  such  as 
xylometazoline  and 
naphthazoline.  These  products 
should  not  be  used  repeatedly 
or  on  a  regular  basis  as  they  can 
cause  rebound  redness. 

•  Styes 

Styes  are  small  infected 
abscesses  of  sudden  onset  at 
the  root  of  eyelashes  usually 
infected  by  Staph,  aureus.  They 
are  seen  at  the  edge  of  the 
eyelid  and  are  not  serious.  They 
are  uncomfortable  and  may  be 
very  tender  as  the  skin  becomes 
stretched.  Eventually  a  small 
blob  of  pus  will  be  released 


Practice  points 

Always  refer: 

•  where  there  is  pain 

•  where  there  is  visual 
disturbance 

•  in  infants  under  one  year 

•  the  condition  is  recurrent  or 
chronic 

•  where  there  has  been 
trauma  to  the  eye. 

Patients  with  SCH  will 
require  a  lot  of  reassurance. 

Acute  glaucoma  is  an 
emergency  and  the  patient 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the 
hospital. 

Failing  eyesight  in  the 
elderly  may  be  an  indication 
of  glaucoma. 


which  should  be  gently  cleaned 
away  by  bathing  the  eye  with 
sterile  saline  or  any  suitable 
eyewash. 

The  patient  may  be  advised 
to  use  Brolene  ointment  twice  a 
day  for  one  month  to  prevent 
recurrence.  Recurrent  styes 
should  be  referred  as  they  are 
commonly  seen  in  diabetics. 

Styes  should  not  be  confused 
with  meiobian  cysts  which  form 
under  the  skin  and  not  on  the 
surface.  They  form  when  glands 
near  the  eyelashes  become 
blocked  and  a  hard  pea-like  cyst 
is  formed.  If  this  becomes 
infected,  an  abscess  may  form 
which  will  require  an  incision 
under  local  anaesthetic  to  be 
made  by  the  doctor.  The 
patient  should  therefore  be 
referred. 

•  Blepharitis 

This  condition  presents  as  a 
chronic  redness  of  the  margins 
of  the  eyelids  accompanied  by 
flaking  skin.  The  eyelashes  may 
be  lost  or  even  grow  at  the 
wrong  angle  and  cause  great 
discomfort.  It  is  often 
associated  with  seborrhoeic 
dermatitis.  The  patient  may  be 
advised  to  clean  the  eye  lashes 
with  very  dilute  baby  shampoo. 
The  condition  is  usually  chronic, 
difficult  to  manage  and  may 
require  steroid  eye  drops  from 
the  GP. 

•  Watering  eye 

In  babies  this  is  often  caused  by 
blocked  tear  ducts  and  should 
be  referred.  In  elderly  patients 
it  may  be  caused  by  the  lower 
lid  falling  away  from  the  eye 
due  to  loss  of  muscle  tone.  As  a 
result,  the  drainage  duct  is  not 
in  contact  with  the  eye.  In  all 
patients  it  may  be  caused  by 
irritants  in  the  atmosphere. 

•  Dry  eye 

This  may  be  caused  by  low 
grade  conjunctivitis.  It  is  also 
commonly  associated  with 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  the 
menopause  and  other 
conditions.  Dry  eye  can 
seriously  damage  the  eye  and 
after  a  cause  has  been 
established  the  use  of  artificial 
tears  such  as  hypromellose, 
Tears  Naturelle  or  Liquifilm 
should  be  recommended. 

Remember 

Conditions  of  the  eye  are  visible 
and  often  unsightly,  causing 
both  emotional  and  physical 
discomfort  to  the  patient. 
Pharmacists  can  oner  patients 
advice,  reassurance  and 
treatment,  and  referral  to  a  GP 
when  appropriate.

trabecular  bone 


Osteoporosis  affects  one  in  three  post-menopausal  women  and 

one  in  20  men  in  the  UK.  Fractures  associated  with 
osteoporosis  cause  15,000  deaths  every  year.  Nearly  one  third  of 
orthopaedic  beds  in  hospitals  in  the  UK  are  occupied  by  patients 
with  osteoporosis.  The  cost  of  the  disease  is  estimated  at  £640 
million  annually.  Maria  Murray  outlines  the  causes,  prevention  and 

treatment  of  this  condition 


Osteoporosis  is  often  defined  as 
ia  reduction  in  bone  density  to 
the  point  where  fracture  risk  is 
significantly  increased. 
Osteoporosis  primarily  affects 
older  women  and  to  a  lesser 
extent  men.  The  number  of 
osteoporotic  fractures  is 
increasing  because  of  the 
ageing  population  and  an 
increase  in  the  age-specific 
incidence  of  osteoporosis. 
Prevention  of  osteoporosis  is 
more  effective  than  treatment 
and  pharmacists  have  a  role  to 
play  in  alerting  people  at  risk  of 
developing  osteoporosis  and 
advising  on  prevention  and 
management  of  this  disabling 
condition. 

Bone  physiology 

Bone  is  a  living  tissue  and  not 
merely  an  inert  support  system 
for  the  body.  There  are  two 
types  of  bone: 

Trabecular  (spongy)  bone 
It  has  a  "honeycomb"  structure 
of  interconnecting  thin  plates 
of  bone  called  trabeculae.  This 
lattice  structure  allows 
trabecular  bone  to  withstand 
stress.  Trabecular  bone  forms  20 
per  cent  of  the  skeleton  and  is 
found  in  areas  of  the  skeleton 
where  large  stresses  are 
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applied,  such  as  the  extremities 
(epiphyses)  of  long  bones  and 
in  the  vertebrae. 

•  Cortical  (compact)  bone 

It  is  a  dense  material,  found  in  a 
layer  over  trabecular  bone  and 
in  the  shafts  of  long  bones. 

Bone  remodelling 

Old  bone  tissue  is  constantly 
being  replaced  by  new  tissue,  a 
process  known  as  remodelling 
A  balance  exists  between  the 
formation  of  bone  by 
osteoblasts  and  the 
reabsorption  of  bone  by 
osteoclasts.  The  process  is 
controlled  by  the  a  number  of 
factors: 

•  Vitamin  D 

•  Calcitonin 

•  Growth  hormone 

•  Parathyroid  hormone 

•  Sex  hormones,  especially 
oestrogen 

•  Dietary  intake  of  calcium 
An  imbalance  between  the 
formation  and  resorption 
processes  can  lead  to  bone  loss. 

Peak  bone  density 

The  risk  of  fracture  is 
determined  by  a  combination 
of: 

•  The  peak  bone  mass 

•  The  rate  of  bone  loss 


Once  the  bone  mass  fall  below 
a  critical  level  there  is  an 
increased  risk  of  fracture. 

An  individual's  bone  mass  is 
mainly  determined  by  genetic 
factors  such  as  sex.  heredity  and 
race.  Nutrition  and  exercise  are 
less  important  factors.  Bone 
mass  or  density  usually  reaches 
its  peak  value  around  25  to  35 
years  of  age. 

Bone  loss 

Age-related  bone  loss  begins 
once  peak  bone  mass  has  been 
reached.  The  pattern  of  bone 
loss  differs  in  men  and  women: 

•  After  reaching  their  peak 
bone  mass,  men  generally 
experience  a  slow  decline  in 
bone  mass  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives. 

•  In  women,  there  is 
accelerated  bone  loss  at  the 
time  of  the  menopause  when 
oestrogen  levels  are  dropping. 
The  rate  of  bone  loss  can  be  as 
high  as  5  per  cent  per  year  and 
may  continue  until  as  much  as 
30  per  cent  of  the  calcium  in 
bones  is  lost  by  the  age  of  70. 

Post-menopausal  bone  loss 
has  a  more  dramatic  effect  on 
trabecular  bone.  There  is  a  loss 
of  trabecular  elements  as  well 
as  thinning  of  the  trabeculae. 


As  a  result,  the 
micro-architecture  of  the 
trabecular  bone  is  significantly 
altered  and  there  is  a 
significant  reduction  in  bone 
strength.  This  partially  explains 
the  rise  in  crush  fractures  of  the 
vertebrae,  which  are  mainly 
composed  of  trabecular  bone, 
seen  in  postmenopausal 
women. 

There  is  also  gradual 
age-related  loss  of  cortical  bone 
which  is  accelerated  at  the  time 
of  the  menopause. 

Identification 

Preventive  therapy  for 
osteoporosis  is  most  effective  if 
administered  before  significant 
bone  loss  has  occurred. 
Identifying  people  with  bone 
loss  or  those  at  high  risk  of 
developing  osteoporosis,  who 
would  benefit  from  therapy  is 
carried  out  in  two  ways: 

•  Bone  density  measurement 

•  Risk  factor  assessment 

Bone  density 
measurements 

Bone  density  measurement  can 
be  used  to  identify  low  bone 
density  which  is  a  good 
indicator  of  fracture  risk.  A 
number  of  techniques  are 
available  to  determine  bone 
mass: 

•  Dual  Energy  X-ray 
Absorptiometry  (DEXA)  —  the 
most  widely  used,  precise 
method  of  determining  bone 
density  in  the  spine  and  hip 

•  Single  Photon  Absorptiometry 

•  Dual  Photon  Absorptiometry 

•  Quantative  Computed

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Tomography 

•  Ultrasound 

•  Radiography  (X-rays)  —  30 
per  cent  of  the  skeleton  may  be 
lost  before  this  becomes  visible 
on  X-ray 

Risk  factors 

A  number  of  risk  factors  appear 
to  be  associated  with  the 
development  of  osteoporosis. 
Experts  advise  using  risk  factor 
assessment  with  caution  as  they 
are  less  reliable  than  bone 
density  measurement.  These 
risk  factors  include: 

•  Early  menopause 
A  natural  or  surgical 
menopause  before  the  age  of 
45 

•  Prolonged  amenorrhoea 

Anorexia  nervosa  or  excessive 
exercise  can  cause  periods  to 
stop  and  oestrogen  to  fall  to 
low  levels. 

•  Corticosteroids 

Long  term  treatment  with  oral 
corticosteroids 

•  Smoking 

Women  who  smoke  have  an 
earlier  menopause  and  often 
are  thinner  than  women  who 
do  not  smoke.  It  has  also  been 
suggested  that  smoking  directly 
inhibits  the  action  of 
osteoblasts 

•  Race 

Asian  women  appear  to  have  a 
higher  risk  than  white  women 
who,  in  turn,  have  a  higher  risk 
than  black  people  who  tend  to 
have  a  higher  bone  mass. 

•  Immobility 

Immobilisation  and  lack  of 
weight-bearing  exercise  can 
cause  bone  loss.  Some  studies 
have  found  that  weight- 
bearing  exercises  can  actually 
increase  bone  mass. 

•  High  alcohol  intake 
Excessive  alcohol  intake  can 
damage  the  liver  which  impairs 
calcium  absorption.  Alcohol  can 
also  damage  osteoblasts. 

•  Low  body  weight 

Fat  (adipose)  cells  are  a  site  for 
conversion  of  androstenedione 
to  oestrone,  which  accounts  for 
a  significant  proportion  of 
biologically  active  oestrogens  in 


postmenopausal  women.  High 
body  weight  may  be  associated 
with  a  higher  bone  density 
through  skeletal  loading.  Fat 
may  also  act  as  a  protective 
"cushion",  especially  to  the  hip, 
in  the  event  of  a  fall. 
Other  factors  which  have  been 
associated  with  a  low  bone 
mass  are: 

•  Family  history 

•  Hyperthyroidism 

•  Liver  disease 

•  Hypogonadism 

Male  problem 

Osteoporosis  is  not  exclusively  a 
woman's  disease.  An  estimated 
one  in  20  (some  studies  place 
the  figure  as  high  as  one  in  12) 
men  suffer,  some  very  severely, 
losing  10-12  inches  in  height. 
This  can  be  due  to  a  lack  of 
testosterone,  use  of  steroids, 
smoking  or  alcohol  abuse  or 
diseases  such  as  hypogonadism 
and  Cushing's  Syndrome.  One 
in  12  men  who  survive  to  the 
age  of  80  will  have  an 
osteoporotic  spinal  fracture. 

Symptoms 

Osteoporosis  is  characterised  by 
a  reduction  in  bone  density. 
However,  most  patients  with 
osteoporosis  may  not  suffer  any 
symptoms.  Their  condition  is 
often  first  diagnosed  when  the 
patient  presents  with  a 
fracture,  noticeable  loss  in 
height  or  back  pain.  At  this 
stage  there  will  already  have 
been  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  bone  density. 

Fracture  sites 

The  increased  fragility  of 
osteoporotic  bone  makes  some 
sites  in  the  skeleton  abnormally 
susceptible  to  fracture.  The 
most  common  sites  of  fracture 
are: 

•  The  proximal  femur  (hip) 

•  The  distal  radius  (wrist) 

•  The  spine  (crush  fractures) 
Hip  fracture 

More  women  die  from  hip 
fractures  than  from  cancer  of 
the  ovaries,  cervix  and  uterus 
combined.  By  the  time  hip 
fracture  has  occurred,  30  per 
cent  of  a  patient's  skeleton  may 


Most  common  sites 
of  osteoporotic 
fracture 

•  Proximal  femur  (hip) 

•  Distal  radius  (wrist) 

•  Vertebrae  (spine) 

have  been  lost 
Wrist  fracture 

Wrist  fractures  tend  to  occur  at 
an  earlier  age  than  hip 
fractures.  There  is  a  sharp 
increase  in  incidence  rates  over 
the  45-60  year  age  range  in 
women.  However,  it  may 
indicate  osteoporosis  at  other 
sites. 

Spinal  fractures 

Multiple  fractures  of  the  spine 
result  can  be  of  two  types 
(diagram): 

•  Crush  fractures  of  the 

vertebrae  which  can  lead  to  a 
loss  in  height 

•  Wedge  fractures  of  the 

vertebrae  which  can  cause 
curvature  of  the  spine  resulting 
in  the  characteristic  "dowager's 
hump"  (dorsal  kyphosis) 
Vertebral  fractures  are  often 
associated  with  pain. 

Treatment 

Osteoporosis  cannot  be  cured 
so  treatment  aims  to: 

•  Prevent  a  further  reduction  in 
bone  mass 

•  Relieve  pain 

•  Prevent  further  fractures 
According  to  the  National 

Osteoporosis  Society,  less  than  a 
quarter  of  a  million  people  in 
the  UK  receive  any  prescribed 
treatment  for  osteoporosis  and 
a  quarter  of  prescriptions  are 
only  for  analgesics,  despite  the 
availability  or  several  effective 
treatments 

HRT 

Oestrogen  deficiency  following 
the  menopause  is  the  single 
biggest  cause  of  osteoporosis  in 
postmenopausal  women. 
Oestrogen  replacement  therapy 
can  effectively  prevent  bone 
loss  if  given  prophylactically  at 
the  time  of  the  menopause.  On 
stopping  hormone  replacement 


therapy  (HRT),  bone  loss 
resumes  at  the 
post  menopausal  accelerated 
rate.  Therefore  HRT  can 
postpone  the  time  at  which 
bone  mass  falls  into  the 
osteoporotic  range.  Oestrogen 
therapy  is  also  effective  in  older 
patients  with  established 
osteoporosis. 

Epidemiological  studies  have 
found  that  oestrogen  use  is 
associated  with  a  reduction  of 
about  50  per  cent  in  the  risk  of 
hip  fracture  as  well  as  the 
fracture  rates  of  the  spine  and 
the  forearm. 

HRT  is  also  associated  with  a 
reduced  risk  of  heart  disease, 
death  from  coronary  heart 
disease  and  stroke.  Other 
menopausal  symptoms  such  as 
night  sweats,  vaginal  dryness, 
tiredness  and  irritability  also 
respond  to  HRT. 

HRT  is  available  in  a  variety  of 
presentations  and 
combinations:  unopposed 
oestrogens;  oestrogen  and 
progestogen;  oral  tablets  and 
transdermal  patches. 

HRT  is  not  associated  with  an 
increased  risk  of  cervical  or 
ovarian  cancers.  There  may  be  a 
small  increase  in  breast  cancer 
with  long-term  use.  However, 
breast  cancer  deaths  in  these 
women  is  lower  due  to  careful 
screening  of  women  receiving 
HRT. 

HRT  is  not  suitable  for  all 
women  and  a  risk/benefit 
analysis  should  be  carried  out 
before  HRT  is  prescribed.  Other 
women  may  choose  not  to  be 
treated  with  HRT. 

Calcitonin 

Calcitonin,  a  polypeptide 
hormone  produced  by  the 
thyroid  gland,  is  a  major 
regulating  factor  in  calcium  and 
bone  metabolism.  In  conditions 
with  a  greatly  increased  rate  of 
resorption  and  formation,  such 
as  osteoporosis  and  Paget's 
disease,  calcitonin  inhibits 
osteoclast  activity  thus 
facilitating  greater  osteoblast 
activity  and  bone  formation. 

By  inhibiting  the  breakdown 
and  absorption  of  bone  tissue 
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by  osteoclasts  (osteolysis), 
calcitonin  lowers  the 
abnormally  increased  serum 
calcium.  There  is  also  increased 
urinary  excretion  of  calcium, 
phosphorus  and  sodium  due  to 
a  reduction  in  their  tubular 
uptake.  Recent  studies  have 
suggested  that  calcitonin  can 
actually  increase  bone  mass 
slightly. 

Calcitonins  may  cause  nausea, 
flushing  and  tingling  of  the 
hands.  These  reactions  tend  to 
improve  in  most  patients  with 
continued  therapy. 

Miacalcic,  a  synthetic  version 
of  salmon  calcitonin  from 
Sandoz,  recently  had  the 
indications  for  the  injection 
extended  to  include  short  term 
use  in  postmenopausal 
osteoporosis.  The 
recommended  dosage  is  1 0Oiu 
three  times  a  week,  often 
accompanied  by  oral  calcium 
and  vitamin  D  supplements. 

Calcitonins  are  rapidly 
inactivated  when  given  orally 
and  until  recently  could  only  be 
administered  by  injection. 
However,  Miacalcic  is  now 
available  in  some  parts  of  the 
world  as  a  nasal  spray. 

Bisphosphonates 

Bisphosphonates  act  by 
accumulating  in  the  acid 
environment  between  the  bone 
and  the  osteoclasts,  preventing 
them  from  resorbing  bone.  One 
of  the  advantages  of 
bisphosphonates  is  they  are 
lactive  when  given  orally. 
Etidronate  inhibits  the  growth 
and  dissolution  of 
hydroxyapatite  crystals  in  bone 
and  may  also  reduce  osteoclast 
activity. 

Disodium  etidronate,  a 
bisphosphonate,  is  only  licensed 
for  the  treatment  of 
osteoporosis  of  the  spine  in  a 
cyclical  form  (Didronel  PMO). 
The  90  day  cycle  of  treatment 
:onsists  or  etidronate  disodium 
400mg  daily  for  14  days 
followed  by  a  500mg  calcium 
supplement  for  76  days.  The 
cycle  is  repeated  continuously 
for  a  three  year  period. 

Bisphosphonates  currently 


undergoing  research  and  trials 
to  determine  their  efficacy  in 
treating  osteoporosis  include: 

•  alendronate 

•  clodronate 

•  pamidronate 

•  risedronate 

•  tiludronate 

Calcium 
supplements 

More  than  99  per  cent  of  the 
body's  calcium  is  located  in 
bone  where  it  acts  as  a  mineral 
reservoir  and  contributes  to  the 
mechanical  support  function  of 
the  skeleton.  Calcium 
requirements  for  the  normal 
development  of  bone  are  at 
their  highest  during  infancy 
and  the  teenage  years. 

Some  studies  have  concluded 
that  calcium  supplementation 
in  postmenopausal  women  can 
help  reduce  but  not  prevent 
bone  loss,  others  found  that  the 
use  of  calcium  supplements 
within  a  decade  ot  the 
menopause  reduced  cortical 
bone  loss  but  had  no  effect  on 


Principal  risk 
factors 

•  Sex  —  women  are  more 
likely  to  suffer  than  men  due 
to  accelerated  bone  loss  at 
the  menopause.  Women  also 
suffer  more  fractures  because 
they  live  to  a  greater  age  and 
bone  mass  will  have  fallen 
below  the  critical  level. 

•  Early  menopause  —  natural 
or  surgical  before  45  years 

•  Prolonged  amenorrhoea  — 
anorexia,  bulimia  or  athletes 

•  Race  —  Asian  women  have 
a  higher  risk  than  white 
women  who  have  a  higher 
risk  than  black  women 

Possible  risk 
factors 

•  Family  history 

•  Smoking 

•  Low  calcium  intake 

•  Low  body  mass  index 

•  Hyperthyroidism 


trabecular  bone  loss. 

Most  people  should  be  able 
to  obtain  their  daily 
requirement  of  calcium  from  a 
diet  that  includes  milk,  dairy 
products  and  green  vegetables. 
Vegans  or  people  with  lactose 
intolerance  would  benefit  from 
calcium  supplements. 

Anabolic  steroids 

Although  anabolic  steroids 
have  been  shown  to  increase 
bone  mass  and  muscle  mass, 
their  use  is  limited  by  their 
androgenic  side  effects.  These 
include:  virilisation;  growth  of 
facial  hair;  acne;  deepening  of 
the  voice,  and  sodium/water 
retention. 

Nandralone  decanoate  is  the 
only  anabolic  licensed  for  the 
treatment  of  osteoporosis  in 
post-menopausal  women. 
Durabolin  is  administered  by 
deep  intramuscular  injection  at 
a  dose  of  50mg  per  week. 

Sodium  fluoride 

Sodium  fluoride  can  stimulate 
bone  formation  and  may 
reduce  spinal  fracture  rate. 
However,  a  number  of  studies 
have  found  that  high  doses 
actually  increased  the  rate  of 
peripheral  fractures,  including 
hip  fractures.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the 
newly-formed  bone  is  abnormal 
and  not  as  strong. 

Sodium  fluoride  is 
administered  with  calcium 
supplements  to  ensure 
mineralisation  of  the  new  bone, 
at  a  dose  of  20-60mg  daily.  It  is 
only  available,  on  a  named 
patient  basis,  from  specialist 
centres  and  has  not  been 
approved  by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  in  the  US. 

Vitamin  D 

Vitamin  D  can  improve 
absorption  of  calcium, 
increasing  the  availability  of 
dietary  calcium.  Vitamin  D 
analogues  have  been 
investigated  as  possible 
treatments  for  osteoporosis. 
However,  studies  have 
produced  conflicting  results 
regarding  their  efficacy,  and 


patients  receiving  this  therapy 
are  also  at  risk  of  developing 
hypercalcaemia  and 
hypercalciuria. 

Testosterone 

Men  with  osteoporosis,  caused 
by  testosterone  deficiency,  can 
benefit  from  testosterone 
replacement  therapy.  Men  with 
normal  circulating  levels  of  the 
male  hormone  have  also 
benefited  from  therapy, 
displaying  increased  bone 
density. 

For  other  male  patients 
treatment  with  calcitonin  or 
bisphosphonates  are  possible 
options. 

Lifestyle  advice 

As  stated  previously  prevention 
of  osteoporosis  is  more 
effective  than  treatment.  A 
number  of  simple  lifestyle 
changes  can  help  reduce  the 
risk  of  osteoporosis  and 
fracture: 

•  Regular  weight-bearing 
exercise. 

When  bone  is  placed  under 
mechanical  stress  it  increases  its 
deposition  of  minerals  and 
collagen  increasing  the  bone 
density.  Exercise  also  improves 
mobility  and  co-ordination 
reducing  the  risk  of  falling. 

•  A  healthy,  balanced  diet 
This  can  help  prevent 
osteoporosis  as  well  as 
cardiovascular  disease. 

•  No  smoking 

Smokers  have  a  higher  risk  of 
developing  osteoporosis,  as 
well  as  circulatory  disorders  and 
lung  cancer 

•  Reducing  alcohol  intake

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Homoeopathy  and 
the  community 
pharmacist 

In  the  second  part  of  this  series,  Steven 
Kayne,  a  community  pharmacist  and 

pharmacy  tutor  at  the  Faculty  of 
Homoeopathy  Glasgow  and  London 
explains  the  manufacture,  supply  and 
counter  prescribing  of  homoeopathic 
products 


Homoeopathic  medicines  are 
prepared  in  accordance  with 
licensed  methods  described  in 
various  Homoeopathic 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  German 
Homoeopathic  Pharmacopoeia, 
translated  into  English  by  the 
British  Homoeopathic 
Association  is  used  widely,  but  a 
new  edition  of  the  British 
Homoeopathic  Pharrrid 
is  shortly  to  be  published 
a  break  of  more  than  100  years 

Source  material 

More  than  50  per  cent  of  all 
remedies  are  prepared  from 
plant  extracts,  and  because  of 
this  homoeopathy  is  often 
confused  with  herbalism  by 

vi 


many  people.  Fresh  plant 
material  is  really  desirable,  but 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  dried 
specimens  are  sometimes  used 
and  therefore  continuity  of 
supplier  is  important.  Arnica, 
for  example,  grows  best  in 
alpine  regions  but  is  often 
subject  to  conservation  orders 
at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

Highly  purified  material  is 
rarely  used  in  the  preparation 
of  remedies  from  mineral 
sources.  The  original  provings 
rarried  out  by  Hahnemann  used 
naturally  occurring  chemicals 
together  with  their  trace 
impurities.  Thus  Calc  carb  is 
obtained  from  the  interspaces 
of  oysters  and  is  not  prepared 


in  the  laboratory.  Animal  and 
insect  material  must  be 
obtained  from  healthy 
specimens.  Lactrodectus  is  a 
spider  whose  venom  is 
sometimes  used  in  the 
treatment  of  angina. 

Finally  there  is  a  mixed  bag  of 
source  material  including: 

•  mixed  pollens 

•  house  dust 

•  flowers 

•  cat  and  dog  hair 

•  feathers 

•  various  foods. 
Remedies  prepared  from 

these  sources  are  said  to  be 
"isopathic"  and  involve 
something  akin  to  vaccination 
therapy,  treating  "same  with 
same"  as  opposed  to  classical 
homoeopathy,  when  "like  is 
treated  with  like".  They  provide 
a  useful  way  of  dealing  with 
troublesome  allergic  reactions. 
In  this  group  we  also  find 
biological  material,  used  to 
make  "nosodes"  from  bacterial 
cultures  or  from  swabs  taken 
from  infected  sites.  Pertussin  is 
prepared  from  infected  sputum. 

Extraction 

Mother  tinctures  are  liquid 
preparations  resulting  from  the 
extraction  of  suitable  source 
material  with  alcohol/water 
mixtures  and  form  the  starting 
point  for  the  production  of 
most  homoeopathic  medicines. 
Standard  maceration, 
percolation  and  squeezing 
techniques  are  used,  and  the 
resulting  solution  contains 
about  one  part  drug  to  three 
parts  mother  tincture.  In  the 


Picking  calendula  heads,  more 
commonly  known  as  marigold 

case  of  insoluble  chemicals  such 
as  Sulphur  or  Graphites  the 
solid  material  must  be  diluted 
with  lactose  powder,  and 
triturated  until  the  particle  size 
has  been  reduced  sufficiently 
for  a  solution  to  be  made. 
Occasionally  the  lactose  mixture 
is  compressed  directly  into 
trituration  tablets. 

With  some  remedies,  for 
example  Calendula,  the  mother 
tincture  may  be  applied  directly 
to  the  skin  or  it  may  be  diluted 
and  used  as  a  gargle;  Crataegus 
mother  tincture  is  often 
administered  as  five  drops  in 
water.  Most  mother  tinctures, 
however  are  diluted  in  a  very 
special  manner. 

Dilution  process 

Because  dilution  increases  the 
homoeopathic  strength,  the 
process  is  known  as 
potentisation.  There  are  two 
methods  of  dilution: 

•  centessimal 

•  decimal. 

In  the  first  method  one  drop  of 
mother  tincture  is  added  to  99 
drops  of  60  per  cent  alcohol 
diluent  measured  by  a  special 
pipette,  and  the  resulting 
solution  subjected  to  a  vigorous 
shaking  known  as  succussion. 

This  agitation  may  impart  a 
certain  energy  to  the  remedy  or 
may  merely  ensure  complete 
mixing.  In  either  case  it  is 
considered  a  vital  part  of  the 
potentisation  technique  in  the 
preparation  of  homoeopathic 
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products. 

Successive  serial  dilutions 
then  follow  until  the  solution 
reaches  12c,  30c,  200c,  and  so 
on;  the  number  refers  to  the 
number  of  successive  1  in  100 
dilutions  and  the  'c'  (which  is 
sometimes  left  out)  indicates 
the  centessimal  method. 

The  decimal  dilution  method 
is  similar,  except  that  the 
process  involves  adding  one 
drop  to  nine  drops  of  diluent. 
The  potencies  are  designated 
by  a  number  with  the  letter 
"x".  Thus  6x  is  a  one  in  ten 
dilution  carried  out  serially  6 
times,  each  with  a  burst  of 
succussion. 

Mathematically  6x  equals  3c, 
both  representing  a  . 
concentration  of  10"  ,  but 
because  the  former  involves  six 
bursts  of  succussion  and  the 
latter  only  three,  they  cannot 
be  considered  equivalent 
therapeutically.  Dilution 
without  succussion  will  not 
work.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
fluoridisation  of  the  domestic 
water  supply  is  not 
homoeopatnically  active;  nor 
are  the  permitted  impurities  in 
water  for  injection. 

In  allopathic  medicine,  tablets 
and  capsules  are  made  in 
different  forms  to  control  the 
speed  at  which  the  active 
ingredient  is  delivered.  In 
homoeopathy  we  are  not  faced 
with  this  necessity,  so  the 
choice  of  "carrier"  is  governed 
by  convenience  rather  than 
therapeutic  efficacy. 

The  main  dose  forms  are 
tablets,  pills,  granules,  powders 
made  by  adding  liquid  potency 
to  the  surface  either  as  a  spray 
or  dropwise  with  agitation,  and 
liquids.  Topical  products  are 
also  available  and  contain 
varying  amounts  of  mother 
tincture  in  an  appropriate  base. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to 
identify  the  active  ingredients 
in  mother  tinctures  by  thin 
layer  chromatography  with 
varying  degrees  of  success. 
Absolute  identification  has 
eluded  workers  in  most  cases, 
although  reference  peaks  have 
been  established.  The  search  for 
suitable  tests  continues,  using 
modern  analytical  techniques. 

Supply  on 
prescription 

Homoeopathic  remedies  are 
prescribed  on  the  NHS  both  on 
GP10  forms  and  on  FP10  and 
FP10a  stock  forms  in  Scotland. 
The  remedies  are  not  included 
in  the  Dental  Formulary. 

In  order  to  dispense  the 
remedy  correctly  it  is  necessary 
to  have  the  name  of  the 
remedy,  usually  in  latin 
abbreviation  (eg  Arnica 
becomes  Am.  and  Belladonna 
becomes  Bell.),  the  amount  of 
the  remedy  (often  by  weight 
for  solid  dose  forms,  with  7g  or 
14g  being  the  most  usual),  the 
dose  form  and  the  dose. 

The  most  usually  prescribed 
potencies  in  the  UK  are: 

•  6c —  for  chronic  and  acute 
conditions 

•  30c,  200c  —  mostly  for  acute 
conditions) 

•  M  (1  in  100  dilution,  one 
thousand  times)  and  10M  (1  in 
100  dilution,  ten  thousand 
times)  —  two  extremely  high 


potencies,  usually  given  in  low 
frequency  for  short  courses  of 
specialised  treatment. 

It  is  recommended  that 
original  packs  are  dispensed 
whenever  possible,  but  if  packs 
are  to  be  broken,  one  can 
adopt  a  method  of  shaking  the 
appropriate  number  of  tablets 
into  the  lid  of  the  container 
and  then  transferring  to  a  glass 
vial  without  touching.  Counting 
triangles  and  automatic 
counters  should  not  be  used,  to 
avoid  contamination. 

Points  for  patients 

Patients  should  be  counselled 
to  adopt  a  number  of 
precautions: 

•  Take  medicines  in  a  clean 
mouth  about  half  an  hour 
either  side  of  food,  tea,  coffee, 
tobacco  or  any  aromatic  item 
(eg  toothpaste) 

•  Shake  the  dose  into  the  cap 
of  the  container  and  transfer  to 
the  mouth  without  handling. 

•  The  medicines  should  be 
sucked  or  allowed  to  dissolve 
on  the  tongue. 

•  The  medicines  should  not  be 
mixed  with  other  tablets 

•  The  medicines  should  be 
stored  away  from  strong 
smelling  substances  (eg 
camphor),  high  temperatures 
and  direct  sunlight. 

In  addition  to  help 
compliance  it  may  be  advisable 
to  have  a  word  or  two  with  the 
patient  if  they  have  not  come 
into  contact  with  homoeopathy 
before. 

Almost  all  homoeopathy 
products  are  GSL,  although  to 
satisfy  the  terms  of  special 
licences  some  may  be  marked  as 
Pharmacy  medicines  and  have 
an  expiry  date  of  two  years. 
Some  mother  tinctures  and  low 
potencies  of  the  traditional 
poisons  like  Aconite  are  POM 
but  are  hardly  ever  used. 
Suppliers  will  advise  you 
accordingly. 

Prescriptions  should  be 
endorsed  with  the  cost  price 
and  the  symbol  "ZD"  for  zero 
discount. 

OTC  supply 

Reacting  to  demand  for  OTC 
products  is  comparatively  easy, 
for  homoeopathic  remedies  are 
available  from  the  main 
manufacturers  (e.g.  Nelson's, 
Weleda  and  New  Era)  direct,  or 
through  wholesalers,  and 
specials  manufacturers. 
Customers  are  often  very 
knowledgable  and  make 
specific  requests  about  the  type 
of  product  required. 

At  first  sight  the  special 
holistic  nature  of  homoeopathy 
might  seem  to  preclude  the 
possibility  of  adopting  the  more 
difficult  proactive  approach  to 
requests  for  OTC  help.  For  one 
thing,  most  pharmacists  are 
prevented  from  carrying  out 
long  consultations  by  their 
limited  resources  —  facilities, 
time  and  staff. 

However,  there  are  a  number 
of  situations  in  which  the 
discipline  offers  opportunities 
to  counter  prescribe  with 
complete  safety,  especially 
where  we  are  currently  in  some 
difficulty  using  allopathic 
remedies  alone.  "I'm  taking  a 
driving  test  tomorrow,  what 
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Apis  —  the  bee 

nerves?"  A  few  kind  words  —  "I 
hope  you  pass"  —  and  not 
much  else,  you  may  think. 
Homoeopathic  Argent  nit 
might  well  do  the  trick. 

Another  example  might  be 
the  patient  who  is  taking  a 
number  of  different  allopathic 
medicines  for  a  complicated  set 
of  symptoms,  and  then  asks  you 
for  a  remedy  for  motion 
sickness,  for  example.  Or  in 
pregnancy  for  morning  sickness. 
Having  first  made  the  decision 


that  the  conditions  should  be 
treated  OTC,  the  remedy 
Cocculus  could  be  counter 
prescribed  for  both  patients. 
(An  OTC  Travel  Sickness  remedy 
is  also  available). 

Polychrests 

Argent  nit  and  Cocculus  are 
two  examples  of  an  interesting 
group  of  20-30  medicines  that 
are  termed  "polychrests".  Other

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polychrests  are  Aconite,  Arnica, 
Belladonna,  Gelsemium  and 
Nux  vomica.  These  remedies  are 
also  sometimes  called 
"specifics",  for  they  may  be 
used  to  treat  similar  specific 
conditions  in  large  groups  of 
patients,  thus  removing  the 
necessity  for  individualisation  in 
simple  self-limiting  or  acute 
complaints. 

For  example,  in  most  cases  of 
bruising  and  mental  or  physical 
tiredness,  Arnica  can  be 
administered  without  spending 
30-40  minutes  taking  a  full 
history.  Indeed,  if  the  patient 
has  suffered  some  trauma  it 
might  be  totally  inappropriate 
to  start  asking  lots  of  questions. 

This  remedy  is  particularly 
useful  in  sports  injuries  because 
it  does  not  interfere  with  other 
concurrent  or  subsequent 
orthodox  treatment  and  can  be 
administered  in  granule  form 
even  if  the  patient  is 
unconscious. 

Another  example  is 
Belladonna  which  can  be  given 
to  treat  bursting  headaches 
that  come  on  suddenly  and  are 
associated  with  a  red  flushed 
appearance. 

Most  of  the  polychrests  can 
be  used  on  a  similar  basis, 
considering  three  or  four  main 
features  of  the  condition.  Once 
one  moves  into  more 
complicated  long  standing 
chronic  conditions,  however, 
the  picture  becomes  a  lot  more 
complicated  and  classical 
procedures  are  necessary. 

But  then,  in  the  community 
pharmacy  environment,  such 
conditions  would  most  likely  lie 
beyond  the  limits  of 
competence  anyway,  and  are 
likely  to  be  referred. 


Applications 

Because  of  the  small  doses 
involved,  homoeopathy  cannot 
normally  be  used  to  treat 
hormone  imbalances  or  for 
replacement  therapy.  It  is  not 
very  efficient  (with  one  or  two 
notable  exceptions)  in  treating 
the  cause  of  bacterial  or  viral 
infections  being  unable  to  deal 
with  the  invaders.  However,  in 
both  instances  it  can  be  used  to 
complement  orthodox 
treatment.  Applications  of 
homoeopathy  include 

•  sports  medicine 

•  mother  and  baby 

•  dentistry 

•  veterinary  homoeopathy  —  a 
rapidly  growing  discipline. 

Here  are  a  few  examples  of 
polychrest  products  you  can  try, 
witn  some  simplified  drug 
pictures  (indications).  The  list 
includes  many  of  the  OTC 
conditions  for  which  advice  is 
sought  in  the  average 
pharmacy.  It  is  suggested  that 
you  try  to  keep  records  of  your 
counter  prescribing  for  future 
reference. 

Aconite 

Anxiety,  fear,  sudden  onset 
(bereavement).  Start  of  flu 
Arnica 

Results  of  trauma,  mental  or 
physical  tiredness  (from 
exertion,  sport,  gardening,  etc), 
bruising,  post  operative  (eg 
dental).  May  also  be  used 
before  surgery/childbirth  to 
help  healing  process 
Arsenicum  album 
Diarrhoea,  especially  when 
related  to  food 
Belladonna 

Throbbing  headaches,  flushed 
appearance,  sudden  onset,  sore 
throats 
Cantharis 


Burning  sensations  —  sunburn, 
domestic  burns,  cystitis 
Chamomilla 

The  infant  remedy  —  colic  and 

teething 

Euphrasia 

Constant  lachrymation, 
hayfever  when  mainly  eye 
symptoms 
Gelsemium 

Flu  —  "bones  ache",  runny 
nose,  anxiety 
Hypericum 

Blood  and  crush  injuries  —  e.g. 
fingers  shut  in  car  door 
Nux  vomica 

Gastric  ailments  from  over 
indulgence,  better  for  vomiting 
Rhus  tox 

Arthritic  joints,  worse  for  cold, 
worse  on  initial  movement  but 
better  for  continued  gentle 
movement. 

Dosing  guidelines 

Homoeopathic  doses  vary 
widely  with  the  prescriber  and 
the  condition  being  treated  but 
as  a  guide,  the  following  adult 
schedules  may  help  (children's 
dose  =  one  tablet): 

•  First  aid  situations  or  very 
acute  cases 

Two  tablets  every  half  hour  for 
six  doses  (maximum  one  to  two 
days)  Continue  if  necessary  on 
acute  dose. 

•  Acute  cases 

Two  tablets  three  times  daily 
for  seven  to  ten  days 

•  Longer  standing  cases 

Two  tablets  twice  daily  for  four 
to  six  weeks. 

It  is  often  said  that  when 
using  homoeopathy  products 
that  you  must  expect  to  get 
worse  before  you  get  better. 
Well,  this  is  not  absolutely  true, 
although  occasionally 
conditions  do  get  marginally 
worse. 

It  is  not  considered  that  this  is 


an  adverse  reaction,  rather  than; I 
an  indication  of  the  correct 
treatment.  Under  these 
circumstances  the  remedy 
should  be  discontinued  until 
the  symptoms  subside  (which 
usually  takes  around  12-24 
hours)  and  then  treatment 
should  be  recommenced  at  a 
lower  frequency. 

Homoeopathic  products  do  I 
not  interfere  with  allopathic 
remedies;  steroids  are  thought  | 
to  reduce  the  efficacy  of  the 
former. 

Other  products 

'n  addition  to  ranges  of  generic  I 
medicines  the  two  main 
homoeopathic  manufacturers 
produce  an  excellent  range  of 
ointments  and  creams.  Most  of  i 
these  preparations  are  herbal  in  I] 
nature  being  made  by 
incorporating  mother  tinctures  I 
in  suitable  bases.  In  addition 
there  are  many  branded 
products  to  treat  hayfever, 
insomnia  and  other  common 
conditions. 

Personal  note 

I  hope  that  you  will  look  for  an  1 
early  occasion  to  try  to  counter  I 
prescribe  a  polychrest, 
especially  if  you  are  still 
wavering.  There  is  only  one  way  4 
to  convince  yourself  that 
homoeopathy  has  a  part  to  play  m 
in  modern  pharmacy  —  that  is  I 
by  seeing  it  work.  Two  hundred  I 
years  of  circumstantial  evidence  I 
cannot  be  all  wrong!

Applying  pharmaceutical  care  to  the  health  of  the  nation  was  the  topic  under  debate  at  the 
Professional  Session  of  last  week's  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Reading.  A  good 
relationship  with  prescribing  doctors  was  seen  as  crucial  by  all  three  speakers 

Work  on  contacts  with  GPs 


The  Department  of  Health  should 
''contractually  oblige"  pharmacists 
to  use  patient  medication 
records.  It  should  also  find  ways, 
through  the  Code  of  Ethics  or 
NHS  Regulations,  to  ensure  that 
pharmacists  hand  out  dispensed 
medicines  personally  and  counsel 
those  patients  who  might  benefit. 

These  views  were  put  to 
Wednesday's  professional  session 
by  Caryl  Webb,  retail  operations 
director  for  E.  Moss  Ltd,  standing 
in  for  managing  director  Barry 
Andrews,  who  could  not  attend. 

The  DoH  should  recognise  the 
contribution  which  pharmaceut- 
ical care  can  make  to  the  nation's 
health,  and  should  cross-fund  the 
costs  from  other  areas  of  the 
NHS.  A  further  priority  is  to  settle 
the  issue  of  doctor  dispensing, 
she  said. 

The  bedrock  of  good  pharma- 
ceutical care  is  the  relationship 
between  physician,  pharmacist 
and  patient.  But,  too  often, 
pharmacists  are  unable  to  discuss 
prescriptions  directly  with  GPs 
who  are  busy,  overprotected  by 
receptionists  or  away  from  the 
surgery. 

Pharmacists  should  have 
access  to  GPs  via  a  direct  line, 
mobile  phone  or  pager.  Faxes  and 
other  electronic  data  trans- 
mission also  have  a  place.

The  growing  number  of  dis- 
pensing doctors  is  a  "running 
sore"  in  the  relationship  between 
pharmacists  and  GPs.  Mrs  Webb 
appealed  to  the  DoH  and  the 
professions  to  settle  the  matter. 

She  regretted  that  only  about 
30  per  cent  of  pharmacists  in 
England  and  Wales  use  patient 
medication  records:  "Without 
them,  patient  counselling  in  the 


GPs  prescribe  conservatively 


Doctors  are  notoriously  con- 
servative in  their  drug  usage  —  a 
point  which  the  Department  of 
Health  is  either  unaware  of  or 
chooses  to  ignore. 

GPs  in  the  UK  prescribe  half  as 
many  drugs  as  the  French  and  a 
fifth  of  the  Belgians. 

Most  family  doctors  begin  their 
careers  with  approximately  25 
drugs  stored  in  their  mental 
formularies,  with  no  rational 
reason  for  at  least  half  of  them, 
according  Dr  Ivan  Cox,  a  prac- 
tising GP  and  lecturer  at  the 
Department  of  General  Practice, 
University  of  Birmingham. 

Less  than  ten  drugs  will  be 
changed  in  the  first  three  years, 
and  then  only  one  drug  is  likely  to 
be  substituted  every  eight  years. 
The  main  influences  for  change 
are  education,  peer  group  pressure, 
hospital  specialists  and  to  some 
extent  drug  company  reps. 

"I  am  afraid  the  pharmacist 
does  not  figure,"  said  Dr  Cox. 

But  some  GPs  admit  they  un- 
consciously rely  on  the 
pharmacist  to  check  on  their 
prescribing.  Not  long  ago,  the 
Pricing  Authority  reported  that 
up  to  40  per  cent  of  forms  were 
inaccurate  in  some  way. 
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"How  much  better  this  service 
could  be  if  it  were  overt,  properly 
regulated  and  formalised  into 
guidelines  for  appropriate  action 
by  both  pharmacist  and  GP,"  said 
Dr  Cox. 

The  proposal  that  pharmacists 
should  develop  repeat  dispensing 
systems  has  his  support. 

"Properly  co-ordinated  systems 
could  retain  the  benefits  to 
patients  and  doctors  and,  at  the 
same  time,  improve  efficiency 
and  reduce  waste,"  he  said. 

Another  area  where  there 
should  be  "urgent  and  extensive 
development"  is  with  electronic 
prescribing. 

Dr  Cox  also  recommended  that: 

•  more  primary  care  teams 
should  formally  incorporate  a 
pharmacist 

•  all  practice  formularies  should 
be  developed  with  pharmacist 
input 

•  joint  action  with  guidelines  for 
the  management  of  minor  illness 
should  be  piloted 

•  new  repeat  dispensing  arrange- 
ments should  be  supported  with 
pilot  schemes 

•  many  problems  might  be  offset 
with  a  liaison  group  between  all 
the  interested  parties. 


fullest  sense  of  the  word  is  very 
difficult  to  administer." 

She  also  criticised  those  phar- 
macists who  still  prefer  to  operate 
solely  from  the  "comfort  zone"  of 
the  dispensary,  and  communicate 
with  patients  via  assistants. 
Pharmaceutical  care  should  not 
be  delegated,  she  insisted. 

At  Moss  branches  pharmacists 
are  encouraged  to  take  in 
prescriptions  to  gain  the 
appropriate  information  before 
referring  to  the  patients'  records. 
Dispensing  can  then  be  delegated 
to  an  assistant.  But  almost  every 
medicine  is  handed  out  by  a 


pharmacist  so  appropriate  advice 
can  be  given. 

The  effect  of  this  policy  has 
been  improved  job  satisfaction 
for  pharmacists,  increased 
patient  loyalty,  rising  pres- 
cription numbers  and  profitability, 
fewer  mistakes  through  double I 
checking  and,  hopefully,  a  highji 
level  of  patient  compliance. 

"It  is  exceptionally  difficult  toil 
persuade  some  pharmacists  tol 
carry  out  this  particular  aspect  ofjn 
Moss  professional  policy,"  Mrs!' 
Webb  said.  "Many  feel,  with  somel 
justification,  that  they  are  unable/la 
to  do  so  unless  given  morel 
resources. 

"Others  see  the  filling  ofl 
prescriptions  as  their  core  duty! 
and  believe  that  speed  of  dis-| 
pensing  is  the  sole  quality  III 
criterion  of  a  retail  pharmacy  —  a| 
view  shared  by  many  customers.! 
They  remain  unconvinced  thatl 
even  basic  pharmaceutical  care  is 
their  responsibility." 

She  said  there  is  no  conflict  in 
maximising  professional  stan- 
dards and  maximising  profit. 

The  profitability  of  the  NHS 
side  of  pharmacy  is  rapidly 
reducing  because  of  the  DoH's 
remuneration  policy.  This  year's 
settlement  is  likely  to  see 
pharmacists  dispensing  scripts 
for  4  per  cent  less  than  last  year, 
which  is  itself  10  per  cent  down 
on  the  previous  year. 

"Some  medium-sized  pharma- 
cies will  this  year  record  a 
technical  loss  on  their  NHS 
business,"  said  Mrs  Webb. 


Beware  the 
slippery 
slope 

Drug  therapy  has  become  so 
cheap  and  painless  that  few 
people  recognise  the  issues 
involved.  The  Government  has 
slipped  down  the  slope  of 
thinking  of  drugs  as  commodities 
for  sale,  and  many  pharmacists 
accept  this  philosophy,  says 
Professor  Hepler,  of  the  College 
of  Pharmacy  at  Florida  University. 

The  value  of  pharmaceutical 
services  is  limited  by  the  outcome 
of  drug  therapy,  he  maintained. 
The  long-term  strategy  must  be 
to  increase  or  maintain  the  price 
of  the  service  by  increasing  its 
value.  A  key  aspect  of  this  is  not  to 
become  a  mere  merchandiser  of 
medicines,  he  said. 

One  area  where  pharmacists 
can  have  influence  is  in  iatro- 
genic disease.  Studies  have  shown 
the  high  level  of  preventable 
illness  and  drug-related  deaths. 


"Most  people  look  at  iatrogenic 
disease  as  problem  for  doctors  or 1 
the  industry.  It  is  the  system's 
fault  and  pharmacists  are  part  of 
the  system." 

Some  $12  was  spent  in  the  US 
on  prevention  of  drug-related 1 
disease  for  every  surgery  visit  in 
1991,  claimed  Professor  Hepler: 
"I  suspect  the  UK  also  spends  a 
fortune." 

Safe  and  effective  drug  therapy 
requires  designing  (a  therapeutic 
plan),  implementing  (dispensing 
and  advice)  and  monitoring. 
"Down  on  the  ground,  where  the 
medicine  is  being  taken,  a  lot 
more  has  to  happen,"  he  said. 
"We  need  to  close  the  loop  by 
assessing  patient  progress  and 
monitoring  compliance." 

Professor  Hepler's  parting 
message  was  blunt.  Pharmacists 
expect  government  to  say: 
"Please  do  something!"  and 
expect  to  get  paid  for  it. 

"If  pharmacists  will  not 
develop  systems  that  are  worth 
paying  for,  they  are  being  fatuous. 
They  must  take  that  risk." 
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Pharmacists  give  over  six 
hours  of  advice  a  week 


Gillian  Hawksworth,  community 
pharmacist  from  Mirfield,  called 
for  pharmacists  to  be  re- 
munerated for  the  extra  activities 
they  undertake. 

In  a  study  of  91  pharmacies  it 
was  revealed  that,  on  average, 
community  pharmacists  are  con- 
sulted approximately  100  times  a 
week.  Each  consultation  lasts  a 
mean  time  of  3.9  minutes,  re- 
sulting in  six  and  a  half  hours  of 
unpaid  service  to  the  NHS. 
Data  was  collected  during  the 


second  week  in  January  199:!. 
Pharmacies  were  categorised  into 
nine  types  such  as  residential, 
suburban,  in-store,  urban  health 
centre  and  rural. 

All  pharmacists  were  sent  a 
form  to  record  the  time  taken  to 
provide  advice  under  a  variety  of 
headings.  The  form  was  generally 
completed  by  someone  other 
than  the  pharmacist  such  as  the 
preregistration  student. 

The  results  showed  no  dif- 
ference in  shop  categories  with 


regard  to  reporting  under  the 
advice  headings.  But  those  shops 
that  offered  diagnostic  testing 
had  an  increased  number  of  con- 
sultancies. 

Mrs  Hawksworth  said  that  in 
the  future,  each  pharmacy  will 
develop  its  own  expertise  and 
perhaps  each  will  he  paid 
specifically  for  what  it  does  under 
the  professional  allowance  scheme. 
She  also  expressed  her  desire  to 
see  independent  assessment  of 
the  pharmacist's  role.

Pharmacy  going  back

"Tomlinson  is  not  just  a 
London  phenomenon.  It  will  be 
repeated  in  other  major  cities," 
he  said.  "Eventually,  the  hos- 
pitals left  will  have  a  short  length 
of  stay,  and  be  very  high-tech  and 
expensive  places  to  be." 

There  is  a  difference  between 
how  the  public  perceives  pharma- 
cists and  how  the  profession 
views  itself,  he  suggested. 

"I  have  a  strong  belief  that  the 
pharmacist's  professional  capa- 
cities are  under-valued  and 
under-utilised."  He  challenged 
the  Society  to  say  how  much  time 
it  spent  looking  outwards  and 
telling  the  world  what 
pharmacists  have  to  offer. 

The  Audit  Commission  is 
putting  out  two  major  reports  in 
the  Autumn,  said  Mr  Foster,  one 
looking  at  generic  prescribing 
and  the  other  at  communication 
with  patients. 


Beware 
diversities 
with  drug 
interaction 
software 

Information  provided  by  drug 
interaction  monitoring  software 
must  hu  used  with  caution, 
according  to  a  study  by  the 
Pharmacy  Practice  Research 
Group  at  Bath  University. 

Five  computer-based  drug 
interaction  programs  were 
evaluated,  based  on  UK  market 
share:  John  Richardson 
Computers  (.IRC),  AAH  Link 
(Interlex),  Park  Systems,  Hadley 
I  lull  Computing  and  Chemtec 
Systems. 

Each  system  was  investigated 
by  inputting  drugs  acting  on  the 
cardiovascular  system.  For  each 
drug,  an  initial  list  of  interactions 
was  compiled  using  Appendix  1  of 
the  BNF and  the  Interlex  system, 
which  lists  all  interactions  with  a 
single  product. 

The  JRC  system  detected  very 
few  potential  interactions,  while 
Hadley  Mutt,  Chemtec  and  Park 
Systems  all  reported  a  false 
interaction  between  kaolin  and 
flecainide. 

Interlex  was  the  only  system  to 
report  a  potential  interaction 
between  cisplatin  and  loop 
diuretics,  and  Hadley  Hutt  was 
the  only  one  to  note  the  in- 
teraction between  lamotrigine 
and  phenytoin. 

The  study  warns  pharmacists 
to  exercise  caution  in  inter- 
preting results.  Differences  were 
attributed  to  computer  input 
error,  use  of  out  of  date  secondary 
reference  sources,  lack  of  lit- 
erature review,  no  consideration 
of  the  route  of  administration  and 
consideration  of  pharmacological 
classes  rather  than  individual 
drugs.

Mr  Wood  wondered  whether

It  is  disappointing  that  more 
progress  has  not  been  made  in 
extended  role  development,  said 
Mr  Wood,  but  added:  "We  must 
not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
we  must  remain  the  suppliers  of 
the  nation's  medicines,  whether 
on  the  health  service  or  over-the- 
counter."

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Advice  is  not  given  often 
enough  by  pharmacists 


Carina  Livingstone  of  the  Sussex 
Pharmacy  Academic  Practice 
Unit  criticised  pharmacists  for  a 
lack  of  verbal  advice  for  patients 
collecting  prescriptions. 

In  assessing  the  amount  of 
advice  given  to  patients,  "covert" 
observation  was  used  on  30 
pharmacies  presented  with  two 
separate  prescriptions,  one 
private  and  one  NHS.  Each  was 
presented  on  a  different  day  by 
different  researchers. 

Each  prescription  was  for  one 


medicine  only,  chloramphenicol 
eye  drops,  ampicillin  capsules  or 
an  oral  contraceptive.  The 
contraceptive  was  prescribed  "as 
directed"  while  the  others  carried 
the  recommended  dosage  in- 
structions. 

Results  revealed  that  verbal 
information  was  provided  with  25 
per  cent  of  prescriptions.  This 
was  mainly  with  reference  to 
dosage  schedule,  additional 
warnings  or  duration  of  therapy- 
Some  42  per  cent  of  pres- 


criptions were  handed  out  by 
assistants,  with  only  one  giving 
any  advice.  In  contrast,  40  per 
cent  of  pharmacists  handing  out 
the  prescription  gave  advice.  It 
was  notable  that  no  advice  was 
given  with  any  prescriptions  for 
the  contraceptive. 

Counselling  was  independent 
of  age,  sex,  type  of  prescription 
(private  or  NHS)  or  pharmacy 
ownership. 

Ms  Livingstone  said  that  low 
levels  of  advice  have  often  been 


attributed  to  repeat  prescribing, 
hence  the  inclusion  of  two 
antibiotics,  as  they  are  less 
likely  to  be  given  on  a  repeat 
basis. 

She  conceded  that  the  effec- 
tiveness of  counselling  has  been 
little  studied  and  wished  to  see 
more  work  in  this  area. 

In  a  separate  study,  where 
pharmacists  self-reported, 
approximately  50  per  cent  said 
they  counselled  more  than  half 
their  patients. 


How  the 
public  see  us 

The  public  use  pharmacies  as 
customers  rather  than  as 
patients,  and  so  are  looking  for  a 
consumer-oriented  service. 

While  nearly  60  per  cent  of 
people  use  the  same  pharmacy 
consistently,  only  15  per  cent  go 
out  exclusively  to  visit  it.  For  a 
large  proportion,  the  trip  is 
combined  with  a  visit  to  other 
shops  (47  per  cent)  or  a  visit  to 
the  GP  (26  per  cent). 

Awareness  of  health  infor- 
mation leaflets  varies  between 
high  users  and  the  general 
population.  While  37  per  cent  of 
high  users  notice  and  take  away 
leaflets,  this  drops  to  just  under  a 
quarter  for  the  wider  public.  In 
fact,  more  than  half  do  not  notice 
the  leaflets  at  all. 

These  facts  emerged  from  a 
survey  commissioned  in  1990-91 
by  the  Health  Department,  detailed 
at  the  conference  bv  Dr  R.  Pocock,

chief  executive  of  MEL  Research. 

The  single  most  important 
reason  for  consumers  chosing  a 
pharmacy  is  its  ease  of  access  (22 
per  cent),  followed  by  a  speedy 
prescription  service  (15  per  cent). 

Poor  staff  service  was  the  most 
frequently  quoted  reason  for  con- 


sumers avoiding  certain  phar- 
macies, followed  by  poor  facilities 
such  as  shop  layout  or  ease  of 
parking. 

Generally,  over  75  per  cent  of 
users  found  counter  staff  friendly, 
and  appreciated  the  speedy  ser- 
vice for  prescriptions.

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GPs  slow 
to  initiate 
contact 

Most  interprofessional  contacts 
between  pharmacists  and  GPs 
relate  to  processing  prescriptions, 
and  are  usually  initiated  by  the 
pharmacist. 

Emily  Kennedy  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  Bradford  feels 
that  the  relationship  has  the 
potential  to  be  vastly  improved. 

Research  in  Bradford  selected 
17  GPs  and  24  community  phar- 
macists serving  the  same  spectrum 
of  patients.  Both  groups  were 
asked  to  complete  a  week-long 
diary  of  interprofessional  con- 
tacts. All  were  then  asked  to 
describe  the  relationship  and 
identify  ways  to  improve  it. 

The  results  showed  an  average 
of  five  to  six  contacts  per  week, 
with  GPs  initiating  one  to  two 
and  pharmacists  three  to  four. 
Some  50  per  cent  related  to 
prescription  processing  such  as 
dose  missing  and  interactions. 
Unsurprisingly,  most  were  initi- 
ated by  pharmacists. 

The  provision  of  advice  on  new 
drugs,  prices,  NHS  availability 
and  doses  comprised  18  per  cent 
of  the  contacts.  One-third  of  GPs 
initiated  the  contact. 

Half  of  GPs  asked  for  advice  on 
management  and  administration, 
such  as  requesting  equipment 
and  services  available  or  oxygen 
and  prescription  delivery. 

Most  interviewees  described 
their  working  relationships  as 
good,  but  pharmacists  noted  that 
"things  could  be  better". 

Some  63  per  cent  felt  regular 
meetings  were  an  important  way 
to  make  the  interprofessional 
contact  easier.  Locating  the 
surgery  and  pharmacy  in  the 
same  building  was  mentioned  by 
26  per  cent,  while  joint 
continuing  education  sessions 
were  suggested  by  6.5  per  cent. 

Mrs  Kennedy  feels  that  the 
pharmacist's  role  needs  to  be 
addressed  as  GPs'  think  they  have 
little  to  offer  the  healthcare  team. 
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Pharmacists  have  a  role  in 
NHS  quality  management 


The  pharmacist  has  a  role  to  play 
in  quality  management  within 
the  NHS,  says  David  Taylor,  head 
of  healthcare  quality  at  the  Audit 
Commission. 

Quality  management  involves 
recognising  customer  require- 
ments and  changing  organis- 
ations to  work  together  more 
effectively.  This  will  reduce 
distance  and  conflict  between 
institutions. 

The  pharmacist  understands  a 
wide  range  of  the  healthcare 
market  and  so  is  well  qualified  to 
contribute  to  quality  management, 
Mr  Taylor  said  at  the  Conference 


Lecture.  The  factor  driving 
change  within  pharmacy  is  the 
existence  of  a  partial  profession. 
There  is  limited  ownership  of  the 
goods  and  services  at  the  centre 
of  pharmacy. 

The  mixed  commercial  and 
professional  incentives  in  com- 
munity pharmacy,  the  relative 
isolation  of  individual  pharma- 
cists, inappropriate  locations  of 
existing  services  and  remuneral  i<  >n 
patterns  which  do  not  match  the 
true  service  provided  will  all 
help  to  drive  a  change,  he 
believes. 

For  the   next  century,  the 


profession  must  move  towards 
overall  management  of  medi- 
cines in  the  community.  The 
pharmacist  must  accept  accounta- 
bility lor  this  and  not  shelter 
behind  improved  continuing 
education  and  audit. 

There  will  be  closer  integration 
with  the  NHS,  with  more  phar- 
macists working  in  the  community 
but  not  in  the  traditional  shop 
setting. 

Modern  pharmacy  is  a  pro- 
fession under  threat  and  action  is 
needed  now  to  formulate  a  strategy 
to  prevent  its  loss  altogether,  he 
said. 


Building 
blocks  for 
commitment 

Peter  Curphey,  a  community 
pharmacist  and  former  Council 
member,  produced  a  model  for 
professional  commitment  as  he 
saw  it. 

Professional  commitment  can 
be  summed  up  by  confidence, 
respect  and  accountability,  he 
said.  Confidence  is  achieved 
through  knowledge,  respect  is 
gained  through  recognition, 
remuneration  and  standards  and 
accountability  is  to  the  public  via 
the  Treasury  and  the  FHSA. 

To  maintain  the  integrity  of 
the  profession,  Mr  Curphey 
suggested  that  none  of  these 
factors  could  break  down,  but  the

most  important  were  continuing 
education  and  audit  —  without 
these,  pharmacists  would  lose 
confidence  from  the  public  and 
respect  from  other  professions. 

Mr  Curphey  took  a  pessimistic 
view  of  doctor  dispensing:  "It 
threatens  the  whole  integrity  of 
what  we  do." 

The  group  also  heard  that 
pharmacists  need  to  clarify  the 
services  they  provide.  Some 
participants  felt  that  pharmacists 
should  stop  looking  at  how  bad 
the  profession  seems  to  be  and 
have  more  confidence.

Clinical  pharmacy  should 
move  into  community  practice 


Peter  Taylor,  director  of 
pharmacy  at  Airdale  General 
Hospital,  explored  how  to  develop 
the  role  of  the  pharmacist  to 
apply  pharmaceutical  skills  to 
medical  usage,  both  at  policy 
making  level  and  in  the  treatment 
of  individual  patients.  This  is 
clinical  pharmacy  at  community 
and  GP  level. 

The  clinical  pharmacy  regimes 
which  have  been  developed  over 
20  years  in  hospitals  could  and 
should  be  adapted  and  adopted  in 
community  pharmacy  practice. 

"There  is  a  model  there  that 
can  be  used  for  residential  and 
nursing  homes,"  he  said. 

But  he  observed  a  fragile 
relationship  between  many 
community  pharmacists  anil 
CPs,  where  the  only  contact  by 
the  pharmacist  was  to  advise 
doctors  of  incorrect  scripts. 

There  are  group  practices 
where  the  CPs  met  at  8.30am 
with  the  district  and  practice 
nurses  and  others  for  just  half  an 
hour  —  but  why  no  pharmacist? 

"That  is  the  ideal  time  to  mull 
over  issues,  to  determine  practice 
and  patient  care,"  he  said. 
Community  pharmacists  could: 

•  identify  incompatibilities 

•  screen  for  earlv  diseases 


•  monitor  treatment  progress 

•  discuss  with  GP  at  right  level 

•  counsel  patients 

•  respond  to  symptoms. 

But  to  do  all  this,  community 
pharmacists  would  need  training 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Care 
Scheme  and  via  clinical  tutors. 
Patients  would  need  to  be  aware 
of  this  interface  between  GP  and 
the  pharmacist,  who  would  need 
pathology  lab  reports,  discharge 
summaries  and  so  on  to  function. 

But  there  are  barriers:  it  would 
reduce  productivity  because  it  is 
time-consuming,  ft  would  help  if 
patients  registered  with  the 
pharmacy.

Pharmacists 
could  lead 
ADR  reporting 

Pharmacists  are  in  a  prime 
position  to  identify  and  deal  with 
adverse  drug  reaction  monitor- 
ing, suggested  Dr  Pauline 
Roberts.  Bui  will  they  and,  il  they 
do,  will  anyone  take  any  notice? 

Dr  Roberts  explained  how,  in 
theory,  pharmacists  cannot 
submit  yellow  cards  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Safety  of  Medicines  but 
that,  in  practice,  hospital  phar- 
macists do,  getting  a  doctor  to 
counter-sign.  This  was  partic- 
ularly the  case  with  new  "black 
triangle"  drugs  where  un- 
expected ADRs  are  looked  for. 

She  believed  that  community 
pharmacists  could  expect  to  have 
a  role  in  monitoring  ADRs  for 
medicines  newly  moved  from 
POM  to  P  because  the  drug  profile 
often  changed  with  the  switch. 
There  was  no  one  else  who  could 
do  the  job,  she  suggested. 

Pharmacists  were  also  ideally 
placed  to  spot  ADRs  that  came 
from  formulation  changes  in 
standard  preparations. 

A  CSM  member  revealed  that 
the  Committee  would  take  note 
of  pharmacist-submitted  yellow 
cards  which  had  content  of 
quality,  especially  where  they 
were  for  black  triangle  drugs. 

Dr  Roberts  pointed  out  that 
extrapolation  of  her  PhD  study 
had  showed  that  pharmacist- 
identified  ADRs  would  double  the 
number  of  yellow  cards  submitted. 
Doctors  only  report  around  20 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  number 
of  ADRs  that  occur. 


Problems  of  prereg 


Not  enough  people  are  readin_ 
their  manuals,  said  Gianpiero 
Celino,  BPSA  president  and  the 
youngest  person  at  the  discussion 
session  on  preregistration  train- 
ing. If  they  did,  they  would  realise 
that  it  is  a  blue-print  to  get 
through  the  exam. 

The  new  prereg  exam  had  a  7.3 
per  cent  failure  rate  at  the  first 
attempt.  The  competency-based 
approach  does  not  assume  the 
knowledge  imparted  is  learnt  or 


can  be  carried  out  in  practice, 
explained  Virginia  Wykes,  edu- 
cation officer  at  the  Society. 

In  October  this  year,  the 
training  department  will  begin 
mailing  out  newsletters  to  all 
tutors  to  keep  them  up  to  date 
with  the  prereg  training.  The 
Society  are  concious  of  a  gap 
between  themselves  and  the 
tutors,  and  they  hope  the 
newsletter  will  be  a  medium  for 
regular  contact. 
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Problems  in 
the  margins 

Despite  an  increase  in  sales  and  prescription  volumes,  margins 
presented  a  gloomy  picture  for  those  interviewed  in  C&D's  latest 

business  trends  survey 


Sales  of  non-prescription 
products  through  pharmacies 
increased  during  the  second 
quarter  of  this  year,  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year. 
But  most  pharmacies  suffered 
from  either  static  or  falling 
margins,  according  to  C&D's 
second  survey  compiled  from 
questionnaires  sent  to  our  retail 
business  trends  panel. 

Three  hundred  pharmacies 
representing  independents, 
head  shops  of  groups  and 
group  branches  gave  us  their 
views  on  the  previous  three 
months  trading  (April  to  June) 
and  their  expectations  for  the 
next  quarter. 

Over  two-fifths  (41  per  cent) 
of  pharmacies  had  seen  an 
increase  in  their  non-NHS 
turnover,  24  per  cent  had 
witnessed  a  decline  while  34 
per  cent  thought  sales  were 
about  the  same  as  the 
corresponding  period  last  year. 
This  balance  of  1 7  per  cent 
reporting  an  increase  was 
slightly  down  on  the  25  per 
cent  reporting  an  increase  in 
C&D's  first  business  trends 
survey  covering  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year  (June  26, 
pi  176). 

Group  branch  shops  gained 


more  sales  that  the 
independents,  and  group  heads 
and  medium-sized  pharmacies 
(turning  over  between 
£500,000-£999,000)  fared  better 
than  their  smaller  counterparts. 
Regionally  the  south  west  and 
north  east  experienced  the 
greatest  surge  in  sales. 

Nearly  half  the  respondents 
(49  per  cent)  expect  business  in 
the  next  three  months  to  be 
about  the  same  as  in  July, 
August  and  September  1992, 
while  34  per  cent  expect  an 
increase. 

Independents  are  more 
confident  about  growth  than 
the  multiples,  and  the  north 
east  anticipates  greater  sales 
increases  than  other  parts  of 
the  UK. 

Average  unit  sales  have 
either  stayed  the  same  or 
improved  for  most  pharmacies, 
more  so  for  independents. 
Shops  turning  over  between 
£500,000-£999,000  and  the 
Midlands  recorded  the  highest 
average  unit  sale  values. 

In  total,  the  next  quarter's 
figures  are  expected  to  mirror 
last  year's  but  pharmacists  in 
the  north  and  Wales  anticipate 
higher  values  than  the  rest  of 
the  UK. 


Scripts  increase 

Another  encouraging  outcome 
of  the  survey  is  that  most 
pharmacists  (61  per  cent)  have 
increased  the  volume  of 
prescriptions  handled  in  the 
second  quarter.  Only  one-tenth 
handled  fewer  prescriptions 
than  the  corresponding  period 
last  year,  making  a  positive 
balance  of  51  per  cent 
compared  with  the  balance 
of  56  per  cent  seen  in  C&D's 
first  business  trends 
survey. 

But  most  respondents  (48  per 
cent)  expect  prescription 
numbers  for  July,  August  and 
September  to  be  similar  to  the 
same  period  last  year.  Only  37 
per  cent  expect  volumes 
to  rise. 

Shops  with  turnovers 
between  £500,000-£999,000 
had  the  highest  balance 
reporting  an  increase  in 
prescription  volumes  (62  per 
cent)  and  were  the  most 
optimistic  for  the  next  quarter, 
whereas  shops  with  a  turnover 
under  £350,000  had  the  lowest 
positive  balance  of  34  per 
cent.

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had  a  positive  balance  of  55  per 
cent  while  those  taking  more 
than  £1m  had  a  57  per  cent 
balance. 

The  northern  regions  have 
had  the  best  results  in  terms  of 
prescription  volumes  and  they 
also  anticipate  more  increases 
in  the  next  three  months  than 
the  rest  of  the  UK.  Wales  and 
the  south  east  had  the  poorest 
results  and  lowest  forecasts  for 
the  third  quarter. 

Stock  values 

Stocks  have  increased  in  value 
for  almost  half  those 
questioned  (46  per  cent) 
compared  with  April  to  June 
last  year.  But  more  than  half 
the  respondents  (53  per  cent) 
expect  stock  levels  for  the 
third  quarter  to  be  comparable 
with  the  same  period  in 
1992. 

Shops  turning  over  less  than 
£1  million  have  seen  the 
greatest  increases  in  stock 
values  and  are  less  pessimistic 
about  the  next  quarter  than  the 
larger  companies. 

The  south  west  experienced 
the  largest  increases  in  stock 
values  and  none  of  those 
questioned  found  their  stocks 
had  declined.  The  south  east 
and  the  Midlands  reported 
fewer  increases.  Over  the  next 
few  months,  pharmacies  in  the 
north  west  expect  fewer 
declines  in  value  than  the  rest 
of  the  UK,  whereas  those  in  the 
Midlands  and  the  south  foresee 
the  greatest  reductions  in 
value. 

Margins 

Margins  have  been  squeezed 
despite  a  positive  sales  pattern. 
Most  pharmacies  had  suffered 
from  either  static  or  falling 
margins  during  the  three 
months  surveyed  (in  47  per  cent 
margins  were  down  and  in  46 
per  cent  they  were  about  the 
same). 

Most  predict  their  margins 
for  the  third  quarter  will  be 
similar  to  those  of  1992  (58  per 
cent),  while  one-third  predict  a 
decline.  Group  head  shops  have 
experienced  more  declines  than 
group  branches  and 
independents,  and  also  foresee 
more  reductions  in  the  next 
quarter  compared  with  1992. 
Companies  with  more  than  £1m 
turnover  have  had  their 
margins  squeezed  the  most  and 
anticipate  more  of  a  downward 
trend. 

Pharmacies  in  the  north  east 
have  had  the  smallest  overall 
drop  in  margins  and  expect 
more  stable  margins  in  the 
third  quarter  than  other  areas. 
In  contrast,  pharmacies  in  the 
south  east  have  been  the  worst 
affected  and  are  most 
pessimistic  about  a  recovery. 

Numbers 
employed 

Levels  of  employment  have 
remained  the  same  for  about 
four-fifths  of  those  questioned 
compared  with  April  to  June 
1992.  Slightly  more  (85  per 
cent)  predict  that  figures  for 
the  next  quarter  will  mirror 
those  of  the  same  period  last 
year.

The  largest  businesses  have 
had  the  least  stable 
employment  numbers,  and  26 
per  cent  of  respondents  said 
that  the  size  of  their  workforces 
were  likely  to  be  less  than 
last  year's  in  the  next 
quarter. 

Pharmacies  in  Wales  recruited 
slightly  more  than  the  other 
regions  in  the  past  three 
months  compared  with  1992. 
The  south  west  displayed  the 
most  stable  employment  figures 
and  the  south  east  recorded  the 
greatest  staff  reductions. 

The  Midlands  and  the  south 
east  expec'  the  largest  decrease 
in  numbers  employed 
compared  with  last  year. 

Sales  trend:

Independents  and  multiples 
were  affected  by  poor  sales  of 
non-medicinal  products, 
although  group  branches 
performed  slightly  better  on 
sales  of  beauty  and  baby 
products. 

On  balance,  group  heads  sold 
more  dressings  while 
independents  made  more 
photoprocessing  and  cold 
remedy  sales.  Group  branches 
outstripped  the  others  in  sales 
of  OTC  medicines,  analgesics, 
indigestion  remedies  and 
vitamins. 

Group  branches  are  less 
pessimistic  about  their  sales  of 
beauty  and  baby  products  in 
the  third  quarter  and  group 
heads  are  the  most  positive 
about  sales  of  dressings, 
analgesics,  vitamins  and  cold 
remedies.

size  band  suffered  most  with 
sales  of  fragrances,  toiletries 
and  babycare. 

The  medium-sized 
pharmacies  (£350,000-£500,000) 
performed  best  on  dressings 
and  photoprocessing,  while  the 
next  largest  revenue  generators 
(£500,000-£999,000)  performed 
best  on  balance  on  OTC 
medicines,  indigestion 
remedies,  analgesics  and 
vitamins.  The  largest 
pharmacies  (over  £1m)  did 
better  on  balance  for  cold 
remedies,  cosmetics  and 
fragrances. 

Pharmacies  generating  more 
than  £1m  are  least  pessimistic 
about  clearing  cosmetics, 
fragrances,  toiletries,  babycare, 
dressings  and  photoprocessing 
in  the  next  three  months.  Those 
with  turnovers  between 
£500,000-£999,000  anticipate 
the  biggest  increases  in  OTC 
medicines,  indigestion 
remedies,  analgesics  and 
vitamins. 

Optimism 

Respondents  were  asked 
whether  they  were  more  or  less 
optimistic  about  business 
prospects  during  the  next  three 
and  six  months.

businesses,  the  retail  pharmacy 
sector  and  the  retail  sector  as  a 
whole 

Most  saw  no  change  in 
business  prospects  in  general. 
Pharmacists  are  more  confident 
about  their  own  prospects  than 
they  are  of  the  other  two 
sectors  and  they  are  most 
pessimistic  about  retail 
pharmacy. 

A  balance  of  13  per  cent  were 
optimistic  about  their  own 
business  over  the  next  three 
months  and  18  per  cent  about 
the  next  six  months.  But  the 
balance  fell  to  minus  21  per 
cent  when  it  came  to  retail 
pharmacy's  prospects  over  the 
next  three  months.

Likely  progress  of  Sunday 
trading  Bill 


The  Keep  Sunday  Special 
Campaign  has  published  what  it 
sees  as  the  likely  progress  of  the 
Sunday  trading  Bill. 

The  first  and  second  readings 
take  place  in  November.  At  the 
second  reading  a  debate 
examining  the  principles  behind 
the  four  options  will  take  place. 

MPs  do  not  decide  at  this  stage 
to  elect  any  one  option,  but  a  vote 
will  be  taken  on  whether  the  law 
will  be  reformed  and  if  there  is 
adequate  employment  protection 
for  shopworkers  in  the  Bill. 

According  to  the  KSSC,  this  is 
the  only  stage  at  which  the  Bill 
could  be  defeated  and  thrown  out.

Drug  firms 
face  hard 
times 

The  pharmaceutical  industry  will 
face  a  tougher  economic 
environment  in  the  future  than  it 
does  at  present,  according  to  an 
analysis  from  the  National 
Economic  Research  Associates. 

Financing  Healthcare  with 
Particular  Reference  to 
Medicines  examines  the  health- 
care systems  in  11  countries 
including  the  UK,  US,  Japan  and 
many  European  countries. 

Until  fundamental  healthcare 
reforms  have  been  implemented, 
cost  containment  policies  will  be 
increasingly  used  by  govern- 
ments. These  are  likely  to  be 
directed  mainly  at  the  phar- 
maceutical industry,  the  report 
suggests. 

NERA  recommends  companies 
should  have  the  freedom  of 
setting  prices.  But  governments 
are  unlikely  to  relinquish  their 
control  over  prices  unless  it  is  in 
their  interests  to  do  so.  This  will 
only  be  the  case  if  healthcare 
systems  become  more  efficient. 

Steps  to  greater  efficiency 
include: 

•  separation  of  the  financing  and 
delivery  aspect  of  healthcare 

•  a  guaranteed  healthcare 
package  (GHCP)  should  be  de- 
fined to  cover  treatments  for  a 
specific  list  of  medical  conditions 

•  cost-sharing  should  apply  to  all 
goods  and  services,  inside  and 
outside  the  GHCP 

•  all  members  of  the  healthcare 
system  should  have  the  freedom 
to  inform  consumers  about  their 
goods  and  services.

Chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Directors  Club  Geoff  Frew  has 
pulled  off  a  first  this  week  by 
holding  the  club's  conference  in 
the  Kremlin.

This  C&D  Generics  Supplement  not  only  lists  new  seven-digit  PIP 
Codes,  but  also  provides  buyers  with  a  unique  source  list  for  un- 
branded  lines  in  pack  sizes  ranging  from  counter  and  dispensary  to 
small-scale  manufacture. 

The  list  is  arranged  so  that  users  can  trace  alternative  suppliers 
easily,  and  at  the  same  time  have  the  relevant  PIP  Code  for  ordering 
and  product  identification.  Entries  are  updated  in  the  weekly  Price 
List  Supplement  when  changes  are  notified  toC&D  by  manufacturers. 
C&D  would  be  pleased  to  receive  details  in  writing,  of  any  packs  not 
currently  listed  and  for  which  codes  are  required. 

As  far  as  possible,  the  following  compilation  rules  have  been 
observed  : 

1 .  In  converting  from  six  to  seven  digit  PIP  code,  a  zero  has  been 
placed  before  the  old  number,  thus  retaining  the  existing  check  digit. 


The  PIP  Code 


History 

The  benefits  of  a  common  code  for  pharmacy  products  have  been  long 
recognised,  and  over  the  years  various  working  parties  recommended 
the  creation  of  such  a  code.  In  1982  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  in  conjunction  with  Benn  Publications  (publishers  of 
Chemist  &  Druggist),  created  the  PIP  Code  in  which  they  now  hold 
joint  copyright.  This  move  had  the  support  of  several  major  pharma- 
ceutical wholesalers. 


Definition 

The  PIP  Code  is  a  product  identifying  number  which  has  been 
allocated  to  goods  distributed  through  pharmacies.  All  types  of 
products  are  included  and  every  pack  size  and  colour  or  other 
variation  has  its  own  unique  PIP  Code  number.  The  codes  are 
published  alongside  each  product  entry  in  the  Chemist  &  Druggist 
monthly  Price  List  and  weekly  supplements,  ensuring  that  a  readily 
accessible  and  up  to  date  PIP  Code  reference  is  widely  circulated. 
Initially,  a  six-digit  code  was  chosen  for  ease  of  keyboard  entry,  but 
demand  for  the  PIP  coding  system  has  necessitated  the  introduction 
of  a  seven-digit  code.  The  last  of  these  digits  is  a  check  digit  (see  p5) 
to  minimise  errors  in  recording. 

Uses 

The  individual  computer  systems  operated  by  manufacturers,  whole- 
salers and  retailers  can  be  interfaced  to  recognise  the  PIP  Code,  which 
therefore  provides  a  common  language.  This  enables  the  retailer  to 


2.  New  PIP  Codes  arc  allocated  randomly  as  under  the  six  figure 
system  and  start  with  "  1  ". 

3  .  In  the  interest  of  continuity,  priority  in  reallocation  of  existing 
codes  has  been  given  to  suppliers  whose  products  carry  the  PIP  Code 
on  their  packs. 

4.  Entries  are  generally  under  pharmaceutical  name  in  order  to  bring 
all  suppliers  together  for  maximum  buyer  choice.  However,  counter 
packs  will  often  be  labelled  with  a  popular  synonym  (eg  Gee's  linctus, 
Whitfields  ointment).  A  cross-reference  has  been  provided  whenever 
products  are  shown  under  a  synonym  in  suppliers'  lists. 

5.  The  "DT"  symbol  indicates  Drug  Tariff  pack  sizes. 


retain  a  freedom  of  choice  of  supplier  and  makes  it  possible  for  all 
involved  in  the  distribution  chain  to  benefit  from  streamlining  their 
communications  and  merchandise  handling  systems. 

Initially  the  PIP  Code  was  used  mainly  as  an  interface  between 
retailer  and  supplier  for  the  purpose  of  placing  and  receiving  orders, 
and  virtually  all  pharmaceutical  wholesalers  can  now  recognise  PIP 
Code  when  transmitted  electronically.  However,  within  retail  phar- 
macy it  is  used  increasingly  for  stock  control  and  point-of-sale  data 
capture.  Mostcomputerbureaux  handle  PIPCodcdataforclients, and 
many  EPoS  and  dispensary  systems  make  useof  the  PIPCode  facility. 

Computer  users  who  choose  to  adopt  the  PIP  Code  as  the  primary 
code  for  their  systems  can  avoid  the  time  and  expense  of  maintaining 
their  own  database.  This  is  a  considerable  advantage  to  smaller 
businesses  and  pharmacies  which  haveonly  limitedclerical  resources.

PIP  Code  principles 


The  Pharmaceutical  Interface  Products  Code  Regulatory 
Authority  is  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which 
takes  advice  from  a  technical  panel  representing  retail  and 
wholesale  PIP  Code  users,  plus  Chemist  &  Druggist  and 
Fairscan  (who  maintain  the  NPA's  master  PIP  Code  file). 

The  code  is  based  on  computer  codes  used  to  maintain  the 
C&D  Price  Service  but  has  been  augmented  to  incorporate  a 
number  of  product  categories  not  considered  appropriate  for 
publication  in  the  C&D  monthly  Price  List  (such  as  some 
watches,  confectionery,  stationery). 

Code  users  may  find  the  following  points  of  policy  helpful: 

General 

1.  Manufacturer  and  distributor  codes  are  published  in 
Section  2  of  the  C&D  monthly  Price  List. 

2.  Within  the  seven-digit  PIP  Code,  codes  have  been  reserved 
lor  users'  own  requirements(see  para  12),  but  some  wholesal- 
ers have  allocated  part  of  the  series  to  "service"  items  such  as 
bags  and  bottles.  Retailers  should  obtain  details  of  such 
allocation  from  their  usual  suppliers  before  using  this  series  as 
dump  codes  etc. 

3.  Discontinued  items  are  deleted  from  the  C&D  Price  List 
upon  notification  by  the  manufacturer  but  remain  on  the 
master  file  for  a  period  of  at  least  1 8  months  before  their  codes 
are  used  for  another  product.  If  a  product  is  re-marketed  by  the 
same  supplier  within  that  period,  every  effort  is  made  to  use  its 
former  code. 

4 .  Where  there  are  minor  adjustments  to  pack  sizes  the  existing 
code  is  generally  retained  to  help  retailers  monitor  sales 
performance. 

5.  Both  main  and  variant  codes  can  be  issued  in  advance  of 
product  launch  with  full  security  and  confidentiality.  The 
allocated  numbers  are  reserved  on  the  C&D  computer  pending 
advice  of  launch.  Manufacturers  of  ethicals  are  particularly 
asked  to  use  this  facility  so  that  codes  can  be  notified  on  their 
standard  letter  to  wholesalers.  Intercontinental  Medical  Statis- 
tics ( IMS )  and  Chemist  &  Druggist  have  available  a  joint  form 
(approved  by  ABPI  and  BAPW)  for  prior  allocation  of  both 
SDAand  PIP  codes. 

Variants 

6.  Products  which  have  no  variants  (colour,  flavour,  etc.)  are 
identified  by  a  separate  "main"  code  for  each  pack  size, 
representing  singles  wherever  possible.  This  code  appears 
immediately  before  the  trade  price  column  in  the  C&D  Price 
List. 

7.  Where  products  include  variants  the  "main"  code  does  not 
appear  -  instead  there  are  individual  codes  in  italic  type 
beneath  the  entry.  However,  a  "main"  code  is  still  used  by  the 
C&D  and  Fairscan  computers  and  can  be  obtained  by  applica- 
tion to  either  party.  (This  code  may  be  used  as  a  retailer  dump 
code  forexample,  but  will  not  be  recognised  by  wholesalers  for 
ordering  purposes.) 

X.  Where  variants  are  added  to  an  existing  range  the  "main" 
code  will  normally  be  retained  as  the  variant  code  for  the 
original  version.  If  this  variant  is  subsequently  discontinued  its 


code  will  remain  the  "main"  code  but  will  no  longer  be 
published. 

Special  cases 

9.  PIP  codes  for  unbranded  products  are  shown  in  the  C&D 
Generics  Supplement,  distributed  free  to  all  C&D  subscribers, 
additional  copies  are  availbalc.  This  supplement  also  lists 
wholesalers  accepting  PIP  Code  for  ordering  purposes,  Ge- 
neric Suppliers  and  Disallowed  Dressings  and  Appliances 
section. 

Note:  Branded  generics  (ie,  where  a  prescription  calling  for 
the  brand  name  alone  is  sufficient  to  identify  absolutely  the 
product  required)  are  to  be  found  in  the  C&D  Monthly  P.  L. 
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1 0.  Certain  surgical/sundries  groupings  are  at  present  not  fully 
covered  by  PIP  Code.  This  applies  particularly  to  products 
where  the  multitude  of  size  and  type  variations  is  great  and/or 
product  developments  are  frequent,  so  that  retailers  are  likely 
to  rely  on  manufacturers'  product  number  or  full  description 
for  ordering  from  a  wholesaler.  However,  some  of  the  more 
standard  and  frequently  prescribed  brands  and  generic  items 
(eg  many  NHS  appliances)  are  coded  in  the  C&D  Price  List 
and  the  Generics  Supplement.  With  the  introduction  of  a 
seven-digit  PIP  Code  the  product  areas  covered  by  PIP  Code 
will  be  extended  as  soon  as  possible. 

11.  Products  normally  restricted  to  hospitals  are  indicated  in 
the  Price  List  with  HP.  Products  are  coded  if  manufacturers 
anticipate  them  being  prescribed  to  out-patients. 

12.  Promotional,  temporary  and  seasonal  packs  are  not  coded: 
retailers  should  use  the  900-0000  series,  and  wholesalers  use 
the  800-0000  &  700-0000  series.
